Italy's Alessandro Puzar (Suz) won 
both motos in round nine of the 
World Championship 125cc MX 
Series in Killinchy, Ireland, July 9. 
American riders Mike Healey 
(KTM), Trampas Parker (KTM) and 
Bobby Moore (KTM) filled out the 
top four positions. Healey went 3- 
2; Parker 2-4 and Moore 4-3. Puzar 
gained 10 points on series points 
leader Parker, 307-263. Third in 
points is Healey with 199; Moore is 
fourth with 180. 


Ed Lojak (Kaw) scored the overall 
and 250cc class win in the ninth 
round of the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles Series in 
Millville, Minnesota, July 9. 
Rounding out the top five were 
Scott Plessinger (Kaw), Joe Zier- 
man (Yam), Scott Summers (Hon) 
and Jim Stanfield (Kaw). 


Sonoma, California’s Sears Point 
International Raceway has finalized 
arrangements with the AMA for its 
August 11-13 National Road Race 
Series event. Superbikes will be 
missing from the program, report- 
edly to lighten Sears Point's finan- 
cial outlay. Rounds of the Castrol 
250cc Grand Prix Championship 
Series, the Circle Bell Pro Twins 
Championship, AMA/CCS Yoko- 
hama 600 and 750cc Supersports 
Series and the EBC Brakes U.S. 
Endurance Series will run, plus 
AHRMA Historic Cup races. 


On Thursday, July 6, the Califor- 
nia Senate passed, by a 24-10 
vote, a bill calling for mandatory 
use of helmets by all motor- 
cyclists. The bill — ABB, virtually 
identical to the one vetoed by 
Deukmejian last year, is the work 
of Assemblyman Richard E. Floyd 
(D-Carson) as was last year's. 
Tom Beermann, the governor's 
deputy press secretary, said, 
“Given that the bill is essentially 
the same as last year's and the 
same set of circumstances exist, 
if the bill reaches the governor, the 
same result will ensue. He will 
veto the measure.'' 


The Illinois Motorcycle Dealers 
Association-promoted DuQuoin 
(Illinois) Mile round of the Camel 
Pro Series will take place on Sunday, 
July 23, not the previous day as a 
Camel Pro Series ad in our July 5 
issue stated. According to IMDA's 
Tote Gray, for the first time in several 
years, beer will be available at 
DuQuoin.

An award 
of $500 will be given to a novice 
racer who is a MARRC member 
and an active racer in the Mid- 
Atlantic Region. Applicants for 
the award will be judged on their 
sportsmanship, professional 
approach and racing talent.

The results which appeared with our 
coverage of the June 3-4 short track 
in Sturgis, South Dakota, in the July 
5 issue were incorrect. The correct 
results can be found in this week’s 
Results section. 


Bikes coming back to the pit area 
from a fast lap of Spa during the 
Belgian GP road race meet 
showed remarkably little front tire 
wear, considering the ultra-fast 
corners. Team Lucky Strike 
Roberts coordinator Warren Wil- 








ling explained why, with the help 
of data from the team’s on-board 
computer. ‘‘We’ve found that 
above 160 kilometers per hour 
(approximately 100 mph), the 
bike mysteriously becomes 50 
kilograms (110 pounds) lighter. 
It's the effect of air pressure on 
the fairing.” 


The man who manages the Amer- 
ican clique of racers, Gary Howard, 
was at Spa, reportedly to look for a 
ride for John Kocinski next year 
(Honda has been mentioned in this 
regard). Howard got into managing 
racers as Kenny Roberts’ manager. 
Since then, he has added to his 
portfolio, and now performs a remar- 
kable juggling act managing the 
often conflicting interests of a clutch 
of racers — Wayne Rainey, Eddie 
Lawson and John Kocinski, and race 
team owner Roberts. It means he 
must sometimes have some stormy 
negotiating meetings with himself, 
but at Spa he had the pleasure of 
a full house — the 500cc class 
rostrum was made up entirely of his 
clients — at least until the results 
were set aside three hours down the 
road. 


Stealthy details are emerging 
about a major engine change to 
Honda’s NSR road race bike. The 
normal NSR single-crank V-4 has 
90-degree firing intervals, giving 
the characteristically shrill ex- 
haust note. But in 1989 a version 
of the engine was built with 
retimed crankpins, so as to emu- 
late the Yamaha's (and Suzuki's) 
more torquey two-pistons-at- 
once firing order, as well as deeper 
exhaust note. Leaks from HRC 
suggest that the engine appeared 
for the first time at Australia's 
Phillip Island GP, and that 
Gardner raced with the engine in 
that form. Lawson, on the other 
hand, prefers the better top-end 
power of the evenly-timed 
version. 


Correspondent Michael Scott says 
John Kocinski was "simply stun- 
ning" at Spa, getting faster and faster 
not merely day by day but lap by lap, 
and even corner by corner, in his 
500cc GP debut. His bike was the 
Yamaha YZR500 raced at Phillip 
Island by Michael Dowson, compris- 
ing basically a 1988 frame with an 
updated engine. It lacked the 
inverted forks of the '89 bikes, and 
ran steel brakes — then it was 
damaged in a crash in the second leg 
of the GP. Kocinski switched to 
Magee's spare, with the bike pre- 
pared so hastily that, according to 
Kocinski, “we were still adjusting 
the levers on the start line." Riding 
this strange bike in the wet, Kocinski 
discovered that “it was much faster 
than mine," then set about using 
what it offered. After five laps, he 
was lapping faster than Eddie Law- 
son. "He's special," said Scott. 


Although he was scheduled to ride 
in the July 16 French 500cc GP, 
John Kocinski will not ride at Le 
Mans. The Modesto, California, 
resident says his wrist is still 
bothering him and he needs the 
time off to make it right: “I’ve 
raced every weekend and | just 
need to let it rest. Suzuka (Eight- 
Hour) is the week after (the French 
GP) and that race will probably be 
hell on my wrist, so I’ve decided 
to sit out France. l'd like to do 
more (500cc GPs) if | get the 
chance this year.” 


Gritty injury victim Wayne 
Gardner’s leg, which he broke at the 
U.S. GP in April, may not be better 
yet, but his period of recuperation 








is definitely over. Fresh from the 
Belgian GP, where he retired with : 
a broken brake disc, he was due to 
fly to Japan with Michael Doohan 
to test their Honda 750cc four-stroke 
Suzuki Eight-Hour mount. But the 
one-time Wollogong Wild One 
risked further leg injuries when he 
revealed this information, due to his 
endearing (to members of the press 
corps) habit of putting his foot in 
his mouth. “I shouldn't have told 
you that,” he said with a grin at the 
Rothmans press conference follow- 
ing the Belgian GP. “It was sup- 
posed to bea secret, but it's out now.” 


Dunlop's team members were left 
racking their brains after the 
Belgian GP, trying to remember 
another race when they had won 
every class they entered. The: 
bikes of Hans Spaan (125cc), | 
Jacques Cornu (250cc) and 
Wayne Rainey (500cc) were all 
Dunlop shod. Then they were 
relieved of wondering whether to 
claim a first when Rainey was 
stripped of his victory. 


American 250cc Grand Prix compet- 
itor Andy Leisner broke his collar- 
bone during the Belgian GP and is 
currently recuperating at home in 
southern California. Leisner had 
qualified 15th in Belgium on his 
Team Katayama Honda RS250, the 
first production-based bike and one 
position ahead of his NSR250-riding 
teammate, Spaniard Daniel Amatra- 
ian, but crashed during the race 
when his intermediate tires over- 
heated on the drying track. Leisner 
will miss the next round of the series 
in France, but will return in time 
for the British GP at Donington 
Park, August 6. 


The Antelope Valley Press reports 
that Agajanian Enterprises, opera- 
tors of Gardena, California’s 
Ascot Park which is due to close 
at the end of 1990, are consid- 
ering building a racing complex in 
the Lancaster-Palmdale area of 
the Antelope Valley, which is 
located northeast of Los Angeles. 
Agajanian Enterprises paid all 
expenses for three Lancaster City 
Council members and the City 
Manager to fly to a NASCAR race 
in Charlotte, North Carolina, over 
the Memorial Day weekend. 
According to the Antelope Valley 
Press, the racing complex would 
consist of a paved one-and-one- 
quarter-mile banked oval speed- 
way, à drag strip, and a dirt half- 
mile oval. In addition to Antelope 
Valley, other sites are being con- 
sidered. Coincidentally, the sports 
editor of the Antelope Valley Press 
is former Cycle News editor Dale 
Brown, who covered many Ascot 
races during his tenure with this | 
publication. 


Italian road racer Luca Cadalora will 
make his 500cc Grand Prix debut at 
the British round of the World 
Championship at Donington Park 
on August 6. Cadalora will ride a 
third Marlboro Yamaha, along with 
Freddie Spencer and Niall Macken- 
zie, in England. Cadalora has been 
campaigning the 250cc GPs for 
Giacomo Agostini's Marlboro team 
and he won the British 250cc GP at 
Donington Park last year. 


Ross Langlitz, 70, founder of 
Langlitz Leathers, died at his home 
in Lincoln City, Oregon, Saturday, 
July 1, of a ruptured aorta. Lan- 
glitz, who was believed to be the 
first leather garment manufac- 
turer to produce jackets with 
zippered sleeves and jackets-

Hannah at Unadilla

NEW BERLIN, NY, JULY 9 


Team Honda's race team consultant Roger 
DeCoster said it best when Rick Johnson 
returned to the pits after winning the first 


moto of the 250cc 


Unadilla Valley Sports Center. 

“The boss is back," DeCos- 
ter said to Johnson, who was 
competing in his second major 
race since recovering from a serious 
wrist injury suffered in early March. 
His first major race was one week 
earlier when Johnson returned to 
National action and finished third 
overall. 

And Johnson backed DeCoster’s 
words with another victory in moto 
two-for his fourth straight U.S. GP 
moto win and second consecutive 
overall triumph. 

"I proved a point," Johnson had 
said following his first-moto tri- 
umph, “I’m not dead yet." He later 
added, “I’m sore and tired, so the win 
hasn't sunk in yet." 

But it wasn't all Johnson's day, for 
much of the glory also went to 
Suzuki's Bob Hannah who retired 
following the event after a 13-year 
professional racing career. Although 
Hannah had to struggle from the 


U.S. Grand Prix at 


back of the pack in each moto to 9- 
12 finishes and ninth overall, he was 
by far the crowd favorite. 

In pre-race opening ceremonies 
Hannah received the loudest 
applause, and at the end of the race 
very few of the 15,000 fans had left 
the facility and they cheered as they 
watched Hannah take a lap of honor 
around Unadilla. Hannah had to cut 
the course because mobs of people 
blocked his passage. He was mobbed 
at the finish line, and later in the 
pits. Hannah vowed to stay until the 
last fan left and was still at the track 
well after darkness had set in. 

Ina tearful farewell upon complet- 
ing his lap, Hannah said, “You guys 
have treated me great. You're not 
losing a king since a new one has 
stepped in — Rick Johnson.” 

Johnson proved he was worthy of 
the crown with two rides that also 
had the fans cheering nearly as 
loudly as they did for Hannah. In 
the first moto, Johnson spent half 
the race chasing Jean-Michel Bayle 








of France. After being as much as 
six seconds behind, Johnson reeled 
in and passed the Frenchman just 
past the halfway point of the 30- 
minute plus two-lap moto. As John- 
son scooted to the win, Bayle backed 
off as he didn't want to risk losing 
the slim points lead he holds in the 
championship standings. 

Finland's Pekka Vehkonen, who 
is chasing Bayle for the title, finished 
the first moto third after Johnny 
,O'Mara, in a repeat of his 1986 
heartbreaker, ran out of gas on the 
final lap. Holland's Gert-Jan van 
Doorn was fourth and Yamaha's 
Micky Dymond charged up to fifth. 

In the second moto Johnson spent 
less time in second, passing the 
leader and reigning 250cc World 
Champion, John van den Berk of 
Holland on the third lap. Late in 
the moto, van den Berk retook the 
lead when Johnson crashed, but less 
than a lap later it was the Dutchman 
going down as Johnson applied 
pressure. Johnson cruised to the 
moto win and overall victory, while 
van den Berk recovered for second. 
Bayle finished third despite crashing 
while running behind Johnson and 
made it a semi-American 1-2 in the 
overall results since he rides under 
an American license. Dymond had 
an up-and-down ride to claim fourth 
in the moto ahead of Vehkonen, but 
the Finn edged him out of third 
overall. Sweden's Peter Johansson 
turned in a pair of sixths to round 
out the top five overall. 

On being named the new king by 
Hannah, Johnson said, “It’s always 
an honor to get a compliment from 
Hannah. It means a lot.” 

Although he would've liked to 
have beaten Johnson, Bayle wasn't 
too disappointed with the day as he 
picked up six points on Vehkonen 
and now leads the series by 17, 178- 
161. Van den Berk saw his title hopes 
become slimmer when he DNF the 
first moto. He now has 139 points 
and is 14 ahead of van Doorn. 
American Rodney Smith picked up 
a few points for seventh in the first 
moto to move into fifth in the 
standings, one point ahead of Italy's 
Michele Fanton. American Broc 
Glover, who is campaigning the 
entire series, had problems all day, 
but still picked up points on Fanton 
with 10-14 finishes and trails the 
Italian by only three points. 

In the 125cc Support class, Hon- 
da's Jeff Stanton raced a 125 for the 
first time and muscled the smaller 
machine to both moto wins. 

“I wanted to ride and get some 
track time in," said Stanton, who was 
riding in order to familiarize himself 
with the track in preparation for the 
125/500cc National at Unadilla later 
this year. 

Honda teammate Mike Kied- 
rowski was the runner-up with a pair 
of seconds, and Yamaha's Damon 
Bradshaw completed the top three 
with two thirds. 


250cc GP 

Bayle, the 1988 125cc MX World 
Champion who spent the winter 
riding here in the U.S. and won the 
opening 250cc National before 
returning to France, set fast quali- 
fying time in practice and quickly 

icked off Johnson at the start of the 
irst moto. Glover held third through 
the first few turns until van den Berk 
charged by, while Jeremy Whatley 
held fifth over O’Mara, Vehkonen, 
Rob Herring, Smith and Johansson. 
Hannah was running nearly last. 

“I just got a bad start," Hannah 
said. “I’ll admit, I'm a sissy on the 
starts." : 

Bayle immediately set a blistering 
pace and as Johnson stayed in his 
tracks the pair left the rest of the field 
behind. O'Mara got by Whatley on 
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Whatley (5), O'Mara (46), Vehkonen (2) and van den Berk launch out of

the first lap then took third from van 
den Berk on lap two. Whatley 
quickly began to fade as Glover, 
Vehkonen and Herring all went by 
also, and he would eventually be 
credited with 28th. Next it was 
Glover's turn to slip off the pace as 
his stomach began to bother him. 

“I was too nervous and tried too 
hard," Glover said. “I wanted to do 
well." 

Vehkonen and Herring quickly 
passed Glover as they battled for 
fifth, and the skirmish ended on lap 
three when Herring crashed in the 
"Screw-U" gulch, the same section 
of track that elaimed him in the first 
moto last year. Vehkonen was soon 
alone in fourth as van den Berk’s 
ignition failed. 

Up front, Bayle was flying and had 
put several seconds on Johnson, and 
both were far ahead of O’Mara. 
Vehkonen was fourth, while fifth 
was unsettled for several laps until 
Fanton won a fierce battle over Smith 
and Glover. Johansson also joined 
the fray and eventually fought his 
way past them all. Smith soon 
ore back and Fanton fell back 
also. 

“I was having problems," said 
Smith. “My feet were coming off the 
pegs and I got roosted so bad I got 
dirt in my throat and couldn't get 
my breath." 

Nearing the halfway point, John- 
son turned up.his pace and began 
to catch Bayle. Soon he was on 
Bayle’s tail and on the 10th lap 
pulled alongside the Frenchman on 
a rough uphill and passed him at 
the top. 

"I knew if I kept him in sight it 
would mess up his head since he's 
been running away (in other GPs)," 
said Johnson. 

"I had problems with lappers," 
related Bayle. “It broke my rhythm 
and I made mistakes." 

Once in the lead, Johnson quickly 
pulled away as Bayle backed off to 
protect the points for second since 
O'Mara was far behind. Vehkonen 
got close to O'Mara at one point 
when the Suzuki rider fell, dropped 
back, then inherited third on the last 
lap when O'Mara ran out of fuel. 
Johansson continued to charge and 
got close to Vehkonen late in the 
race, but near the end the Swede

would fall to the charging Dymond, 
who had battled his way up from a 
close encounter with first-turn 
traffic. 

In typical hard-charging Hannah 
fashion, the Hurricane blew through 
the field after his poor start, picking 
off riders on almost every lap. A 
message on his pit board that told 
him he was catching Glover also 
helped fire the charge, and once the 
battle for first calmed down, you 
could tell where Hannah was on the 
track by the cheering of the crowd. 
But even Hannah's best charge 
couldn't get him any higher than 
ninth behind Shaun Kalos and 
Smith. 

“When you wrote ‘Broc’ I turned 
into an animal," Hannah told 
mechanic Mike McAndrews after the 
moto. “I thought I was in shape," 
he said later, "but I didn't contem- 
plate having to pass everyone.” 

O'Mara, who ran out of gas on the 
last lap while leading the second 
moto in '86, had the same problem 
strike again with only a short dis- 
tance to go. He packed it in after the 
moto. 

"I was doing as well as I could," 
said O'Mara. “But I'm not in con- 
tention and bave a blistered hand. 
Ill save myself for next week, there's 
no sense in going back out there." 








The race was O'Mara's first since 
he broke two toes, bruised his heel 
and strained his knee one month 
prior to the event. = 

Van den Berk and Vehkonen led 
the way through turn one at the start 
of moto two. Bayle immediately 
passed Vehkonen, but as they sorted 
out, Johnson got them both as they 
flew out of Gravity Cavity for the 
first time. Hannah got off to a 
slightly better start and was around 
midpack, but got knocked off before 
the first lap was complete. 

“Somebody took my front wheel 
where it wasn’t supposed to be,” said 
Hannah. 

Johnson wasted no time applying 
pressure to van den Berk, and as he 
waited for an opening to pass, Bayle 
moved in from third to make it a 
tight three-way battle for the lead. 
The battle didn’t last long, though, 
as Johnson motored by on the third 
lap at the same uphill where he got 
Bayle for the lead in moto one. 

“He was strong since he didn't ride 
much of the first moto," said John- 
son. “I couldn't try to set him up 
because of the roost, so I just passed 
him the first chance I got.” 

Van den Berk stayed close to 
Johnson for a lap but the Honda 
pilot began to pull away and left the 
Dutchman to Bayle. Vehkonen was 
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Broc Glover (66) ran near the front early in moto one before dropping 
back, while Swede Peter Johansson (8) worked up to sixth in each moto.

on lap five and Tichenor moved by 
Vehkonen. A little further back 
Dymond was pressuring van Doorn. 

When Bayle moved into second 
Johnson was already five seconds 
ahead, and the margin continued to 
grow. A few laps after taking over 
second, Bayle crashed and dropped 
off the pace, allowing van den Berk 
and Tichenor to get by. 

"I swapped and crashed," said 
Bayle, illustrating his point with his 
arms and hands. “I was going for 
first, maybe too quickly." 

Dymond passed Vehkonen, van 
Doorn had Johansson on his tail, 
and Hannah was back around 20th. 
A lap later Tichenor crashed hard 
and was on the ground, while 
Dymond was back in seventh with 
banners wrapped in his rear wheel 
at the tail end of a close battle with 
Johansson and van Doorn. 

"I went around Tichenor's bike 
and sucked up some banners and lost 
the rear brake," said Dymond. 

Tichenor stayed on the ground 
and was eventually carried from the 
side of the track, but luckily escaped 
with only a headache and bloody 
nose and was able to tell what 
happened. 

“I took a little different line," he 
explained. “The back end kicked, 


caught, then went the other way and 
threw me sideways." Tichenor had 
also crashed in the first turn in moto 
one, and then ran out of gas. 

At the halfway point the top three 
spread out while Johansson began 
to pressure van Doorn and they both 
moved in on Vehkonen who held 
fourth. Dymond wasn't far behind 
and Hannah was up to 15th but 
didn't seem to have the same drive 
as he had exhibited in the first moto. 

“I didn't think I was going any- 
where," said Hannah “I could've 
charged to 10th quickly or slowly.” 

Dymond adjusted to his situation 
and picked off van Doorn, who 
began to slide back to 10th, Johans- 
son and finally Vehkonen. 

“Of course I tried to follow 
Dymond,” said Vehkonen, “but he 
was fastest and I didn’t feel so good. 
I didn't have good technique today." 

Back in seventh, Mike LaRocco, 
who had been battling for the 
position for nearly the entire race, 
fought off Yamaha teammate Shaun 
Kalos. But Kalos was passed before 
the finish by teammate Doug Dub- 
ach, who overcame stomach prob- 
lems early in the moto. 

With Johnson a good 10 seconds 
clear of van den Berk late in the race, 
it looked like it would be another 
routine finish. But with just over two 
laps remaining Johnson lost the 
lead. 

“I came up the hill, the same one 
where Tichenor crashed, and hit a 
rock with my front wheel," 
explained. Johnson. “I tried to ride 
it out.” 

Van den Berk went by the downed 
Johnson and was a few seconds 
ahead when Johnson got going 
again, but Johnson charged and was 
quickly on the new leader's tail. 
Then it was van den Berk's turn to 
make a mistake less than a lap later. 

“I took an outside line in an off- 
camber turn and the front end slid 
out," van den Berk said. “I was going 
to try everything; it was either win 
or crash." 

Johnson had an even bigger lead 
than before and coasted to the win 
15 seconds ahead of van den Berk. 
Bayle was a distant third, and 
Hannah didn't quit and charged up 
to 12th behind Soren Mortensen. 











Glover had followed in Hannah's 
wake most of the race and ended up 
14th. Smith was never a factor in the 
moto as he got a bad start and had 
to fight stomach cramps and he 
finished out of the top 15 points- 
paying positions. 

Hannah took one last lap, then 
parked his competition machine for 
good. Although he didn't retire with 
a win, Hannah was only slightly 
disappointed. 

“I said if I got 15th and walked 
off, drinking a beer, I'd be happy," 
said Hannah. A friend quickly added 
that there were plenty more beers, 
and Hannah added, “I may not walk 
off after all. 

“I had to do it (retire) sooner or 
later," Hannah continued, “I’m glad 
there's a new king. It's been fun." 

“I wasn't 100% this week," said 
new king Johnson. “My hand started 
to hurt and was sore at the end. It's 
over and now I want to be ready for 
the 500cc Nationals.”

Team Suzuki wins 
when Humans 
break at Grattan

GRATTAN, MI, JULY 1 
Team Suzuki Endurance overcame a crash 
and a two-lap penalty to win the Grattan 
Fight-Hour, their fifth WERA/EBC Endu- 


rance victory of the season. Mike Smith and 


Paul Bray rode the Valvoline/ Fox/Tsubaki/Vance & Hines/ 
10 Arai/Dunlop/Emgo/SBS/ | Sunoco/Mikuni-sponsored 

















GSXR1100 to a six-lap margin of 
victory over Doug Henry and Terry 
Bailey of Royale Racing. Team 
America, with riders Frank Slaugh- 


ter, Don Felden and Andy Dea- 
; thridge, finished a close third, losing ` 
second to Royale in the last five . 


minutes of the race. Royale and 
Team America both rode Yamaha 
FZR600s. Defending WERA Cham- 
pions the Human Race Team held 
a comfortable lead when their 
Yamaha lost a motor with only 20 
minutes left in the event. The 
Humans finished eighth overall. 

Grattan has not always been a 
friendly place. for Team Suzuki. 
Neither Bray nor Smith had ever seen 
the track before this weekend. Both 
riders said they liked the track, Smith 
saying it was one of the best tracks 
he had ever been to. In practice, both 
riders dipped below 1:30 lap times, 
something that only a select few 
riders have ever done at this difficult 
two-mile circuit. 

The Humans felt right at home 
at Grattan. Kurt Hall has won many 
a race here, as has teammate Tim 
Morrissey, and Andy Fenwick had 
held the track record here before. 
Even team captain Dave Zupan had 
taken home a truckload of trophies 
from this track in years past. 

Grattan certainly favors the local 
riders and many of the 56 teams 
entered were just that — local riders 
forming a team for this race only. 

The Human Race Team jumped 
out to an early lead with Hall at the 
controls. Hall turned several laps in 
the 1:27 range and held an eight- 
second lead after only four laps. Bray 
was in second on Team Suzuki and 
was being shadowed by Ray Yoder 
on the Three Guys Racing entry, one 
of those one-time local teams. 

Other leading teams in the open- 
ing laps included Wright-Line Rac- 
ing, 3-D Racing, Team Gateway, 
TBA Racing and E&H Racing. 

Popular Canadian rider Kathleen 
Coburn was making her traditional 
appearance at Grattan in prepara- 
tion for the Suzuka, Japan, Eight- 
Hour. Coburn ran in the top 10 for 
the first couple of laps but was forced 
to pit later with badly fading brakes. 

Hall continued to extend HRT's 














lead throughout the first hour. Hall 
was riding effortlessly through the 
heavy traffic, passing packs of five 
and six riders all in one clean motion 
as he exited the turns. Bray, on the 
other hand, looked frustrated with 
the traffic. At times he would stuff 
the big Suzuki underneath a couple 
of riders only to have his drive ruined 
by two or three more riders in his 
way. 

Twenty minutes into the race 
Yoder passed Bray, putting the Three 
Guys Suzuki GSXR1100 into second. 
Bray would say later that the traffic 
was just too heavy to take any 
chances on racing with Yoder. 

Back a few seconds, Mark McDa- 
niel, riding the 3-D Suzuki, was 
chasing Wright-Line Racing's 
Chuck Graves in a battle for fourth. 
Ned Hart held a solid sixth on the 
TBA Suzuki about 15 seconds back. 
Gene Burcham was charging for- 
ward on the CIA FZR600. Burcham 
was the first Mediumweight bike and 
just before the end of the first hour 
he stuffed Hart going into the esses 
to take over sixth. 

In the second hour 3-D Racing 
again experienced a recurring prob- 
lem with a broken oil cooler. The 
team made repairs but were out of 
contention for the win. At the end 
of the second hour 3-D was in 53rd 
place. 

CIA Racing's excellent drive 
through the field came to an end in 
the second hour when their transmis- 
sion failed. Burcham was picked up 
by TBA Racing to help them finish 
the race. 

Second-place Three Guys Racing 
ran into problems with their quick- 
fill tank breaking on the team’s first =- 
stop. Fritz Kling blasted out of. they.»

A six-bike pileup in-the second + — 
hour brought out the red flag. All 
of the teams involved in the crash 
were able to make the restart. In a 
great display of sportsmanship, 
Terror Racing loaned Team BMH 
a radiator to help them continue after 
the pileup. Terror had gone out 
earlier and took the radiator off their 
endurance machine. Terror and 
BMH are series rivals in the Medi- 
umweight Superbike class. 

Royale Racing and Team America 
were quickly moving up in the 
standings during the second hour. 
America was in 17th after the first 
hour, Royale in 18th. At the end of 
the second hour Royale was in sixth, 
America seventh. Terry Bailey was 
riding in his first race for Royale 
since breaking his leg at Roebling 
Road. 

In the Lightweight class Raw 
Racing was still without the services 
of Kevin Rentzell, but riding on their 
home track the team was still able 
to lead rival RKN Racing by two laps 
after two hours. 

On the restart, it took about five 
laps for Mike Smith to put the Team 
Suzuki bike in front of McDaniel on 
3-D and Kling on Three Guys 
Racing. Andy Fenwick was mired 
back in fourth, but actually in first 
place, almost a full lap ahead of 
‘Team Suzuki. 

Smith was beginning to feel com- 
fortable on the track. Even though 
team orders were to ride conserva- 
tively, Smith felt he could catch 
Fenwick and put his team back into 
the lead. Smith began pushing the 
big Suzuki, especially in the esses, 
but crashed the Team Suzuki 
machine when he let his emotions 
get the best of him. The damage was 
light, so Smith got back on the bike 
and took a couple of laps to give the 
Suzuki crew time to prepare to make 
repairs. 

Smith’s actions were a direct 
violation of the rules — he was 











supposed to pull in and get the bike 
checked out by race officials imme- 
diately — so the laps he made didn't 
count. The verbal abuse that Smith 
took after that mistake put the 
normally jovial Georgian into a 
somber mood. 

At the halfway mark, the Humans 
were way out front with 131 laps. 
A tight battle for second was going 
on between Wright-Line Racing, 
Royale Racing, Teàm America and 
'TBA Racing, all with 125 laps. Team 
Suzuki was fixed and back on the 
track in sixth with 124 laps. 

The rest of the race HRT rode 
economically trying to conserve their 
lead. Team Suzuki was quickly back 
into second, and were making up 
time but not at a rate that would get 
them anywhere near the leaders. 

Wright-Line, Royale and Team 
America kept swapping third place 
back and fourth during the second 
half of the race. A lot would depend 
on whose machine would hold up 
the best near the end of the grueling 
eight-hour contest. 

'The day was hot and humid and 
'TBA's Dave Schmidt dehydrated and 
pulled in after only a half hour of 
riding. Ned Hart later came into the 
pits when the TBA crew wasn't 
ready. Those unexpected problems 
kept them a lap out of that third- 
place fight. 

K&L Racing won this event in the 
rain in 1985. This year, they led the 
Mediumweight Production class on 
a Honda CBR600 Hurricane. In the 
seventh hour, the team's motor spun 
a crank, ending their excellent day. 
From there, We're Human Too 
outraced Tools ‘R’ Us and Royale 
II to remain undefeated in the 
Mediumweight Production class. 

The Humans made a three-minute 
stop in the seventh hour to change 
both tires. Team Suzuki got to 
within two laps at that point, but 
with only an hour left, the Humans 
felt safe. 

Fenwick and Morrissey were going 
to close out the race in the final hour. 
Fenwick's ride was uneventful until 
just before he was scheduled to come 
in when the HRT Yamaha started 
to sound sick. The Team Suzuki crew 
watched intently as Fenwick nursed 
the bike in. Zupan put Morrissey 
back on the bike hoping he could 
baby the bike for the final 20 min- 
utes. The Human crew watched 
hópefully, hoping to see the number- 
one Yamaha come around. It didn't; 
the race was lost. 

It was a giant reprieve for Team 
Suzuki; even Smith was back in a 
good mood. Suzuki went on to win 
their third race in a row. 

Team America’s Yamaha was 
gradually losing it brakes in the final 
hour. Royale's Doug Henry went by 
Woody Deathridge with only five 
minutes left. Deathridge was pow- 
erless to do anything; his front brakes 
were completely gone. It was a 
dramatic end to an eight-hour duel 
between the two teams. 

Wrght-Line Racing crossed the 
line in fourth. TBA Racing held off 
Team Gateway by 40 seconds to 
round out the top five. 

Raw Racing held on to win the 
Lightweight class after protests flew 
when each of the top three teams in 
the class claimed victory. .

Plessinger shines to 
Sun Valley GP win

HAILEY, ID, JULY 1-2 


Team Green's Scott Plessinger triumphed 

through the intense dust of the 1989 USA 

Promotions' 7th Annual Sun Valley GP. 
'This year's course was almost identical 


to that of the 1986 event. 
Thirty-five miles long, the 
course began on a motocross 
track then shot up several 


ridges. before dropping onto a fast 
road that led up to a 7200-foot high 
summit. After a fast descent down 
to the bottom of a canyon the course 
passed through the out-check and up 
into the wooded portion. along a 
high mountain stream. Cresting 
another summit, the riders again 
found themselves in the high- 
elevation desert typified by the sharp, 
sandy and shale-infested ridges. The 
racers used whooped trail sections 
that led them up, down, and around 
these ridges into canyons filled with 
trees and the occasional mudhole. 
Pleas for divine intervention in the 
form of rain for this year's event 
again went unanswered, with 90 





degrees of bright sunshine and the 
promise of infamous Sun Valley dust 
greeting the riders. After Bob ''Moto- 
mouth” Cavakis’ "Moment of 
Silence" the riders began staging to 
begin the event using the Virginia 
City Grand Prix format — 10 riders 
per row, at 15 second intervals. 

Duke Dowell, starting on the front 
row illustrated the beginning 
moments of the event, “Corky 
Maughan and Iran into the first turn 
side-by-side into the sandwash, and 
there wasn't enough room for both 
of us, so I overshot the corner and 
he dived by on the inside. I went 
around the brush and dropped into 
the creek in front of him. Then I 
overshot about the third corner and 
he got me on the inside and I 
followed him out.” 

For the second row, the start was 
equally as intense. 
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“I pulled the holeshot on my 


` wave," said Kevin Brown, “but it was 


so dusty that down there where we 
made the turn I stuffed it up. Three 
riders got by me here. I just laid back 
and rode; it doesn't make sense to 
pass them and ride hard when you 
can't see.” 

But some bad luck at the right time 
could really help a rider's start, as 
another second row starter Curtis 
Dice indicated, “I was last off the 
start — I just sat and spun. But then 
everybody piled up in the first corner, 
so I got back by about half my line. 
When I headed out of the moto 
section, I was behind Todd Peugh, 
and they say he ended up leading our 
row." 

Piloting an ATK 406 off the third 
row, Ron Naylora three-time winner 
of this event, commented on his 
initial minutes of the race, “Scott 
Summers passed me right off the 
start, and down there in the sand- 
wash he got into a bunch of people 
and I got around everybody. I got 
up to probably 10th right away on 
the ridge. I walked it before the race 
and had a lot of good lines up there. 
But it was still so dusty I'd have to 
stop. One time, I stopped for 15 or 
20 seconds when I didn’t know which 
way the course went. The wind 
wouldn't blow. I was just sitting 
there, looking around. Finally, I 
could pick out where I was going." 
Maughan was out in front with 
Dowell and Plessinger furiously 
chasing after him. 

“There was a shale rock face that 
we came down last year," said 
Maughan, “and there was two ways 
to go, but I couldn't decide which 
way, and I fell down in the process, 
letting Plessinger and Dowell by." 

The dust was obviously worse for 
those riders not out in front, but 
sull in the top 10. Jimmy Lyngar 
described some of the more exciting 
moments, “I was just following 
helmets. In the back section it was 
Brown, me, Nielsen, and then Ed 
Lojak came. We were all clipping 
along and I saw. Kevin make the 
turn where they had cut a section out 
of some logs. But I didn't think it 
was that sharp and I ran straight 
through the logs into some more 
logs. I went over the bars and landed 
in the creek upside-down and 
impacted my fanny pack into my 
back. I was not happy." 

Brown also had some down 
moments on the first lap, “The 
exhaust pipe plugged up on me and 
I had to stop and unplug it. Seven 
guys got by me when I did that." 

At the close of the first loop, 
Plessinger had nearly five minutes 
on Dowell. In third, Maughan was 
busy holding off a determined Nay- 
lor. Mounted on a KTM 250 from 
Nevada, Dave Porter led the next 
series of riders including Todd 
Peugh and Scott Summers on open 
bikes. Washington's David Rhodes 
led the Four-Stroke A class in eighth 
overall aboard his Husqvarna, with 
another Washington rider, John 
Nielsen pursuing him. Brown, Dice 
and Fritz Kadlec, in 12th and work- 
ing his way up from a fourth-row 
start, made up the next group of 
riders. Back up on the course, Lojak 
had seized his 250 Yamaha and was 
in the process of returning to the pits. 

Heading out onto the second lap, 
Naylor made his move on Maughan, 
then captured second from Dowell 
while powering up a ridge towards 
the first summit. Maughan repassed 
Dowell shortly thereafter on the 
“Too Much Fun Club Hill" a long, 
brutal precipice of shale and sand 
which only Sunday's riders were 
allowed to conquer. “About halfway 
around the second lap I just faded," 
explained Dowell, “I haven't had 





allergies in years, but for some reason 
I have hay fever this yéar and I'm 
taking medication — and I was just 
zonked." 

Kadlec went to work on the second 
lap. "Starting from the fourth row, 
I did as best as I could," said Kadlec. 
"I just didn't ever race until the 
beginning of the second lap. So, 
before then I just drove around in 
the dust for 30 miles. But after that, 
I started picking people off.” He also 
had some help, as attrition continued 
to claim its victims. 

“I lost my axle nut and some parts 
from my axle," said Nielsen. “The 
the axle spun around and knocked 
my disc rotor loose, so I just called 
it quits." 

Kawasaki KX500 pilot Peugh held 
seventh overall late into the second 
lap, but then encountered a flat tire. 
At the pits he changed it, and 
rocketed back out onto the course, 
but fell several times and concerned 
about his still-heeling ankle, decided 
to call it a day. 

However, another victim of flat 
tires, Dice maintained his persever- 
ance, “Well, I got three flat tires, so 
I changed a tire at each pit. Then 
Igota flat front tire and I'd just keep 
crashing — it was all rutted out up 
there. I left my brain in the motel 
room — I ran into that stupid 
mudhole twice! The second time it 
jammed up my chain and discs so 
bad I couldn't even spit 1t out with 
my bike. I had to pick my whole bike 
up, push it out, then fire it up to 
clean all the junk out of it and get 
going. Then, when I took off my 
goggles, I pulled the lense right out 
of the frame, and I had to stop and 
put it back in. It was a wonderful 


day!" 


With Plessinger heavily on the gas 
in first, Naylor spent the second and 
third laps attempting to chip away 
at his lead. 

“On the last lap I was 35 or 40 

seconds behind Scott," said Naylor, 
“And I got another flat. Then I was 
just dead tired after riding with that 
flat, and I knew I wasn't going to 
catch him, so I started slowing down. 
The bike worked really good, 
though. The third lap wasn't any- 
thing like the first lap — the first 
lap was like a freeway; the last lap 
there were holes three-and-four feet 
deep. You could only get out of shape 
about six inches because there was 
a groove. This is the toughest race 
they've ever had here.” 
- Plessinger took the overall win 
just over two minutes ahead of 
Naylor on elapsed time. Eight min- 
utes later, Maughan rode his 250 
Suzuki through the finisher's chute. 
Kadlec managed to pass yet one more 
rider on the final lap — Kentuckian 
Scott Summers. 

“My foot is injured right now, but 
it's not broken," explained Summers 
while removing the bandages from 
his foot, "It was so dusty and you 
couldn't see the danger marking 
until you were at the danger itself. 
One lap, I came to a giant creek 
crossing with steep banks just before 
you cross a road. I couldn't even see 
it and I cleared the whole thing in 
fourth gear.” 

Brown also managed a late race 
pass on Rhodes which allowed him 
to capture sixth overall and fourth 
250cc A. Dowell finished in eighth, 
with Dan Richardson using the last 
lap to vault himself into the top 10 
ahead of Worland, Wyoming's Mike 
Birdsley. 

The 125cc A class became jumbled 
up right off the start, as California's 
Tim Morton related, “Just after the 
start, some guy bailed over there in 
the whoops. I couldn't see anything 
because of the dust and I ran over 
his bike. It made me crash and our 
bikes got tangled together. So, I went 





back to the pits and fixed my han- 
dlebars and took off again. It was 
the most dust I have ever ridden in 
— insane!" Oregon's Terry Bennett 
managed to avoid the downed riders 
and eventually took over the lead for 
almost a lap until he seized his bike. 
Jon Almerg took the class win ahead 
of his brother, B.J., who finished a 
position in front of Tim Morton. 

Eddie Egyed claimed the Senior A 
win over Bruce Rust and Whiz 
McNeal, who finished the race in 
similar fashion to many other riders 
— with a flat tire. California's 
Dennis Hausmann took the Super 
Senior A victory by a large margin. 
Perhaps the iron man award should 
go to Ron Jones in the Open B class, 
who reportedly broke his arm in.a 
crash on the first lap, and continued 
to race — and actually brought home 
the class win! The first 250cc B, 
James Gray, came from Colorado 
with Fritz Kadlec to claim his first 
win in Idaho. 

The Novices as well as several 
Intermediate classes competed on 
Saturday on the same course, but 
with several of the toughest sections 
deleted. Idaho riders filled the top 
three positions at the finish. Darren 
Jones defeated Blake Barrymore by 
44 sconds to take the overall and 
250cc C wins, as Alan Myler collected 
third overall and first Open C. 
Robert Quitero led the 200cc C class 
until the very end, when he ran out 
of gas just several hundred yards 
from the finish. Unfortunately, 
Quintero ran out of gas on the 
backside of a steep hill, but eventu- 
ally pushed his way to fifth in class, 
while Larry Leale took the victory. 

William Gratteau piloted a Suzuki 
to the Antique B class win, as John 
Cummings charged to take the 
Dinosaur B class honors. e

World Championship Road Race 


Series: Round 10 


Confusion reigns 
at Belgian GP

SPA-FRANCORCHAMPS, BELGIUM, JULY 2 
Somebody, somehow, must have won the 
Belgian 500cc Grand Prix. 

It could be Wayne Rainey, who crossed 
the line first and consumed the least time 


when all three heats of the 
twice-interrupted race were 
tallied up. 

It would have been Kevin 


Schwantz, had the third leg been one 
lap shorter. 

It may still turn out to be Eddie 
Lawson, who currently heads the list 
of provisional winners. 

Then again, it really may be 
nobody, for after the issue of two 
different sets of results, the matter 
remained under protest, awaiting 
adjudication by the FIM. They may 
yet declare the whole 500cc race null 
and void. 

In the season’s second display of 
muddle-headedness, this time from 
the organizers, the 500cc race twice 
started on a dry track, and twice 
sudden rain showers made condi- 
tions too slippery. Riders and offi- 
cials between them cut each race 


short. At this stage, eight laps had ` 


been run — less than half the 18- 
lap distance. 

Then it started raining in earnest, 

and a third nine-lapper was run on 





wet tires — a race which Schwantz 
dominated before crashing his Pepsi 
Suzuki on the last lap, handing. a 
second lucky win in succession to 
Lucky Strike Yamaha-mounted 
Wayne Rainey. 

The long, fast and perilous Spa 
circuit, made all the more daunting 
by the rain, also showcased the 
astonishing talents of 500cc class 
debutant John Kocinski, riding 
Magee's spare Yamaha after wreck- 
ing his own '88/'89 works mongrel 
ina collision with Michael Doohan's 
Rothmans Honda. Once he got the 
feel of the '89 bike, Kocinski outrode 
almost everybody in the third lap, 
including Eddie Lawson on the fast 
but clumsy Rothmans Honda, to 
finish second on the road, although 
10 séconds behind Lawson on 
aggregate. 

Almost three hours later, the bomb 
dropped (see sidebar on page 16). The 
FIM jury declared the third leg null 
and void — the race that never was 
— taking final results instead from 
the aggregate of the first two legs. 
At less than 75-percent of race 





distance, this automatically carried 
only half points. 

Thus Lawson was declared the 
winner, with Schwantz second and 
Rainey third, as well as shuffling all 
the other positions. Instead of Rai- 
ney's championship lead over Law- 
son extending to 19 points, it shrunk 
to 13.5. 

` Now the fat was in the fire, and 
protests were immediate: not only 
from Rainey's Kenny Roberts-owned 
team, but also from Christian Sar- 
ron's Sonauto-Gauloise team and 
HB's Pier-Francesco Chili. The 
matter now rests with the FIM in 
Geneva, and we simply don't know 
who won the main event of the day. 

The 250cc race was also shortened, 
but. only by a lap, after a false start 
at the first attempt. Jacques Cornu 
gambled that the damp track would 
dry, and won on slick tires, although 
World Champion elect Sito Pons was 
only half-a-second down, with Car- 
los Cardus third in an all-Honda 
rostrum. The top Yamaha was Luca 
Cadalora in fifth, after Ruggia 
crashed early on while vigorously 
disputing the lead. 

An exciting but damp 125cc race 
was won by Hans Spaan, his third 
in à row, with Ezio Gianola second 
and Alex Criville non-finishing. 
Spaan and Gianola both moved 
ahead of him to share the lead of a 
tense championship struggle. 

The much-delayed Sidecar race, 
held on a streaming track, gave 
Egbert Streuer his first win of the 
season, by an imposing margin over 
Steve Webster and Rolf Biland. 

The first GP organized by car 
Formula One svengali Bernie Eccles- 
tone was also marred by worse-than- 
usual clashes between rowdy fans 
and the police in the little village 
of Francorchamps, where buildings 
and cars were damaged, a policeman 
badly hurt and 150 fans arrested after 
water-cannons were used. Fear of a 
race-day riot was a major factor in 
running the disputed third leg of the 
500cc race. 











It was a shaming GP that everyone : 
would like to forget. Unfortunately, 
it is likely to be remembered for a 
long time. 


500cc Practice 

Both Lawson and Spencer had 
been hoping for a change in fortunes 
at Spa; the former because at last his 
Honda's top-speed advantage might 
be enough to compensate for its 
reluctance to turn corners; the latter 
because: “Spa has always been kind 
to me in the past." Maybe so, but 
neither Schwantz nor Rainey were 
feeling in any way benevolent, and 
they seized control of practice from 
session one. 

Rainey was fastest soonest, setting 
a first-session time not only three 
seconds inside the two-year-old lap 
record (last year's race was wet), but 
also two seconds faster than Chris- 
tian Sarron's '88 pole time. A big 
improvement, composed he thought 
of better tires, a faster bike and a 
better rider. Also, though Rainey 
didn't say so at once, helped by yet 
another modified frame for his YZR 
Yamaha, another attempt to make 
the bike more agile to match 
Schwantz's Suzuki. 

“Mike Sinclair and Warren Wil- 
ling (crew chief and technical co- 
ordinator for Team Roberts) worked 
out some modifications to the stock 
frame," said Rainey. “Weve shifted 
the engine position, and made some 
geometry changes. It’s to get the bike 
to steer better — going in to the 
corners, and holding a tight line.” 
Precisely the area where arch-rival 
Schwantz’s Suzuki excels. 

It was successful enough. for Rai- 
ney to decide to race it, but not to 
make him quicker than Schwantz, 
who produced his usual scintillating 
performance, throwing the Suzuki 
round as though he were a fearless 
(and brilliant) teenager and it was 
a 125. Schwantz moved fractionally 
ahead in session two, then carved 
another second off that in the last, 
just to make sure of his sixth pole 
position in succession. 

Schwantz’s usual self-confidence 
was boosted by a Michelin tire 
variation that gave him the ability 
to challenge Rainey’s cold-tire fast 
starts. 

“T tried them from cold — one lap, 
then go for it. They work, so I should 
be able to go with Rainey from the 
start," said Schwantz. 

Alongside him, Doohan was clas- 
sified third-fastest, and happy to take 
advantage of what he knew to be a 
timing error, “though I don't think 
it's as far out as the other teams say.” 
His marvelous mental equilibrium 
quite survived this most beautiful 
and daunting of tracks, and he 
continued to trail Lawson in the 
difficult matter of trying to get the 
NSR Honda to turn in and hold a 
üght line in Spa's fearsome fast 
bends, while enjoying the ride up the 
hill. 

Some extensive earth-works had 
taken place, making a large new run- 
off area at the Radillon, the sudden 
uphill right-hander following the 
famous left-hand Eau Rouge flick 
after the pit straight, and similarly 
protecting the widow-making sixth- 
gear Blanchimont double-lefts, on 
the public roads section before the 
bus-stop chicane and La Source 
hairpin at the end of the long 4.31- 
mile course. The run-off there is 


‘improved, but still not enough for 


comfort, while the effect of improv- 
ing visibility round the second part 
(fifth-gear) was to speed everyone up. 

Other danger spots remain — like 
the bottom of the pit rail, where a 
forest of pit boards occupies the last 
few feet of an ideal racing line that 
has bikes brushing the Armco in fifth 
gear as they peel off into Eau Rouge.

Schwantz picked this séction out as 
a lurking menace; Magee was even 
more graphic. "If a rider hit a pit 
board, it'd take his head off." In fact, 
a 125 rider did so, with no more dire 
consequences than a broken board; 
but the bottom of the Spa pits 
remains not only one of the most 
dangerous places in racing, but also 
quite definitely the most exciting. 

The Eau Rouge complex is also 
a good spot to see who's fast at Spa. 
A clean run through this famous 
twisting dip just after the pits is 
essential, followed by full-bore 
acceleration over a brow to the next 
left, where the bikes squirm and 
wriggle. Nobody looked as quick as 
Schwantz and Rainey, nor as casual 
as the former, but Doohan continues 
to impress with the unworried way 
he hurls the Honda around at this 
scary circuit. 

His bogus time pushed Christian 
Sarron down to fourth, but he was 
content to be up front, while Lawson 
may have been more disturbed than 
he would admit only just to have 
scraped onto the front row, although 
there was little more than a 10th of 
a second between these three. He'd 
been expecting much better, but had 
again been in and out of the pits 
trying to get the best possible steering 
out of the bike, before settling on a 
17-inch wheel and falling back on 
spoken confidence in the Honda's 
unrivalled top-end surge. 

It was Magee, with a time only 
400ths slower, who nearly deposed 
Lawson, in a last-session spurt that 
came only just in time to restore some 
of his usual cheery mood. He doesn't 
like Spa, having crashed here last 
year, and his confidence was further 
undermined by the pesky presence of 
Kocinski, Spa newcomer operating 
from the Team Roberts pit, who was 
learning fast and challenging hard. 

On the second day, however, 
Magee got in the groove in the 
morning, and finally started to fly 
at the end of the last session, knock- 
ing Kocinski back into his place, if 
only temporarily. At least his phys- 
ical condition was less of a problem 
on a circuit with fewer and faster 
corners than Assen. 

Chili’s Honda was just another 
500ths down; then Kocinski was 
eighth, and making a big impres- 
sion. He was riding the hybrid '88/ 
'89 factory Yamaha used in Australia 
by Michael Dowson, further modi- 
fied, in Team Yamaha livery and 
race-wrenched by his U.S. tuner Bud 
Aksland, running out of the Team 
Roberts pits. 

Far from merely being unfazed by 
the track, Kocinski actually loved it. 
“Its bitchin'," the pale 21-year-old 











said. “It reminds me of Sears Point. 
"That's also got a lot of up and down- 
hills and fast bends. And it's dan- 
gerous. But I try never to look off 
the track — I don't intend to go 
there." 


Although Magee slipped out of his 
net, Kocinski's other target was to 
outqualify Spencer, and he did so by 
300ths. Freddie was hoping for the 
best at Spa, but it didn't show in his 
results, still the slowest of the full- 
works V4s ridden by the hale and 
hearty. 

Behind him, a cautious Wayne 
Gardner led row three, nursing his 
leg injury and keeping a wary eye 
on the guard-rail. “If it rains tomor- 
row,” he said, “I might not race." 

Alongside was Niall Mackenzie, 
still on extra seat padding to 
straighten his broken knee, and fully 
half-a-second faster than Ron Has- 
lam, whose latest geometry changes 
— basically raking the front to slow 
the Suzuki's steering — were to his 
liking. In fact, he was now able to 
lean the thing so far that he grounded 
the fairing on a fast left-hander and 
crashed, dislocating both thumbs 
and incurring some bone fractures 
that ruled him out of the race. 

Then Rob McElInea, whose long- 
requested short ('88-spec) swing-arm 
had at last arrived, but too late for 
him to test it, but who nonetheless 
wheeled the '88 Cabin Honda round 
faster than Gardner had the year 
before, and Randy Mamola, with his 
usual fistful of Cagiva bad luck. 


500cc Race 

A wet start to the morning saw an 
extended 25-minute morning warm- 
up in all classes, to give teams a 
chance to test rain tires. By race time, 
the showers had lifted and the track 
was dry, but the weather was still iffy 
when the 500s lined up for the first 
time, all on slick tires. 


Lawson led away and up the hill, 
but Rainey closed again on the twists 
at the top, and moved past into the 
fast double-lefts at the bottom. In the 
next tighter bends before rejoining 
the public roads section, Schwantz 
flicked the nimble Suzuki through 
inside the ponderous Honda, and at 
the end of the first lap it was Rainey, 
Schwantz and Lawson. 

Lawson used his power to regain 
the lead up the hill, but Rainey 
outbraked him at the top. Schwantz 
was crawling all over both of them, 
switching lines as he looked for a 
gap, and losing more time than he 
gained. The order at the end of lap 
two was as before... except that 
Kocinski was now ahead of Spencer. 

Next time, the leaders were packed 
together, Rainey in front, but about

to lose the lead to Lawson up the 
hill. In the next long right-hand 
bend, Schwantz slipped by him, then 
Sarron also, dropping the cham- 
pionship leader to fourth. He fought 
back, but was in trouble — his gear 
lever was sticking; so it was Schwantz 
in the lead at the end of lap four. 

He was still there as they 
approached the final bend, LaSource 
hairpin, for the fifth time, when he 
was the first to notice drops of rain. 
He lifted his hand from the bars, 
unseen by Lawson and Sarron, who 
slipped by him, but Rainey held 
station behind Schwantz, and the 
two of them somewhat dubiously 
toured around at reduced speed as 
Lawson and Sarron drew ahead. 
Parts of the long track were dry, but 
wet pavement — and trouble — lay 
ahead. 

They hit it just after Sarron had 
moved past Lawson as they ran back 
down the hill. The Frenchman fell 
at once, rolling spectacularly along- 
side his cartwheeling blue Yamaha, 
but escaping unhurt. Now Lawson 
got the message, and backed off, half- 
expecting to be overtaken. "When 
they didn’t come by, I realized they’d 
also slowed down.” 

At this point, the red flag was 
already out, and crossed flags were 
shown around the circuit, and the 
field toured back to the pits as the 
short sharp shower moved across the 
valley. 

Lap four positions set the grid for 
heat two — with Kocinski fifth, and 
thus on row one, eight seconds adrift 
of Lawson, but three ahead of Chili, 
Spencer, Doohan, McElnea, Mack- 
enzie et al. 

Gardner was a non-finisher, after 
a brake disc disintegrated on the 
notorious Blanchimont. It put holes 
in his fairing, and caused him to take 
to the escape road at the bus-stop 
chicane. | 

Mamola was also out, having 
pitted at the start of lap five with 
his Cagiva’s primary drive gears 
disintegrating. But he was allowed 
to take place in the restart — the first 
of a number of anomalies in: a day 
that grew steadily more bizarre. 

The track was predominately dry 
again for heat two, and slick tires 
were again the choice. Sarron took 
his place on the grid on his spare 


bike, also Mamola, at the back. Some : 


20 minutes had elapsed since the race 
stoppage. 

Lawson jetted away from the start, 
with Kocinski, Schwantz and Mack- 
enzie in pursuit. By the end of lap 
one the Big Three were back in front, 
Lawson leading Schwantz and Rai- 
ney — Kocinski in fourth, then 
Magee and Chili. 








Once more, Schwantz flicked his 
Suzuki underneath Lawson in the 
twists, and there followed some fine 
duelling between the dominant trio. 
On lap three, Schwantz led Lawson 
by half-a-second, with Rainey a 
similar distance behind. They were 
almost side-by-side up the hill, then 
Rainey led, then Schwantz, and then 
Lawson again — but before the lap 
was over the raindrops began, the 
hands went up, and the race was over; 
the red flag this time definitely 
coming in rapid response to action 
by the riders. 

Kocinski was fourth this time, 
narrowly ahead of Chili, Magee, 
Doohan, Sarron, Mackenzie and 
McElnea. Mamola had fought his 
way from the back of the grid to 12th, 
behind Spencer, who actually failed 
to complete lap four with yet another 
crankshaft failure, but was still 
classified as a finisher. 

Doohan's group didn't see the flag 
at first, and he was still racing when 
he tangled with Kocinski, each 
afterwards blaming the other for the 
crash. Doohan was thrown clear as 


. the Honda and the Yamaha locked 


together, still upright — but brilliant 
though he is, Kocinski was not equal 
to riding two GP bikes, and he also 
fell a little distance further on. 
Neither was hurt. 

Aggregate times of the first two 
legs put Lawson ahead of Schwantz 
by less than a second, Rainey third 
by 1.5 seconds; then Sarron, 
Kocinski, Chili, Magee and Doohan. 
Later that evening, the FIM jury 
declared these the final results, but 
they were protested, and must go to 
the FIM for adjudication. 

But before all that, there was 
another race to come . . . 

The third restart was scheduled in 
another 20 minutes, although it took 
a little longer than that to assemble 


.the grid. Spencer and Doohan were 


now on their spare bikes, but 
Kocinski didn't have a spare. In 
another piece of frantic rule- 
bending, the Clerk of the Course gave 


permission for him to race Magee's ` 


spare, which was hastily readied with 
the racing number 5 replaced by 49. 

Now it was at least raining prop- 
erly, and full-wet tires were the 
obvious choice. Rainey used an 
experimental 19-inch rear Dunlop 
that he'd tested satisfactory in the 
extended wet morning practice ses- 
sion. Schwantz also had a prototype 
Michelin that he'd tested that morn- 
ing, and pronounced a major 
improvement. 

The race started: with Rainey 
getting the jump, and immediately 
getting a big slither into Eau Rouge. 
He disputed the lead with Schwantz,

with both doing lots of sliding, and 
the Suzuki won the battle. From lap 
one onwards, Schwantz drew away 
rapidly, until he was 9.6 seconds 
ahead on lap four, almost half 
distance. His Michelins were work- 
ing well, but Rainey’s new Dunlops 
were taking time to settle in. 

By lap eight, the nine-second gap 
had dropped to four 
seconds...quite possible for 
Schwantz to defend over the last 
remaining lap. But he wanted to be 
absolutely sure, and turned up the 
wick. It was a fatal error. In the long 
downhill right-hand U-bend at the 
top of the hill, he flicked it in too 
hard, lost the front wheel, and slid 
off into the dirt. 

“I hadn't had any trouble during 
the race, and I must have hit a slick 
patch," was his official explanation, 
but unofficially he admitted that he 
had been panicked into going too 
fast. It was his third such error of 
the year, and his second while 
holding a commanding lead. 

Thus Rainey inherited another 
win, on the road and on aggregate 
times. Kocinski was 10 seconds 
adrift, Lawson another six seconds, 
with three more to Doohan. Mamola 
had put up a spirited wet-weather 
ride to take fifth; Spencer won a last- 
lap tussle for sixth from Sarron, 
Mackenzie and Chili, 1.5-seconds 
covering all four. 

A miserable Magee, 10th in the 
heat after McEInea seized on the last 
lap, was another 20 seconds back. “I 
was going okay until I started getting 
cold, then my knee stiffened up and 
I could hardly move around the 
bike," he said. 

Aggregate times were issued at 
once, and they put Lawson second 


Off the track 


The root cause of the degen- 
eration into farce of the 
Belgian 500cc GP was the 
immutable fact that 160- 


horsepower 500cc racers on slick 
tires are unrideable and ridicu- 
lously dangerous on a wet track. 


The subsequent shenanigans, 
however, fell under a wide variety 
of influences — ranging from a 
desire to placate a potentially 
troublesome crowd to the convo- 
luted politics of this year’s FIM 


The protagonists, apart from 
the competitors themselves, were 
the official management structure 
of the’race. The chief executive is 
the Clerk of the Course, who 
makes all the decisions. The 
“board of directors" is the inter- 
national FIM jury, who are pres- 
ent to homologate all race results, 
which remain provisional until 
they have done so, and to adjud- 


icate on any other matters that . 


may arise. 


At Spa, the Clerk of the Course 


was Claude Danis, a man with a 
good track record; while the seven- 
member international jury was 

resided over by Max Deubel, 
ormer sidecar World Champion. 

In the course of this extraordi- 
nary day, the rule book was 
squeezed and bent by the unfor- 
tunate Danis, very much a victim 
of circumstances, doing his best 
to keep the show on the road, and 
personally sanctioning an 
unprecedented third leg of the 
race. 

Then the international jury 
voted to set it all straight again, 
cancelling the third leg. 

Not surprisingly, this enraged 





to Rainey, with Kocinski third; then 
Doohan, Sarron, Chili, Spencer, 
Mackenzie and Magee ninth. Mam- 
ola's first-leg non-finish dropped 
him to 13th, behind top privateers 
Gentile, Laycock and Buckmaster. 

But then it turned out that this had 
all been a waste of time, not to 
mention a foolish risk of life and 
limb, for the jury decreed that with 
no third restart mentioned in the 
rules, the third heat hadn't been part 
of the Grand Prix at all. 


250cc Race 


"The. second race of the day, this 
started 10 minutes late with the track 
damp, but the racing line already 
almost dry. Front tires were interme- 
diates or cut slicks, most people were 
on cut rears, with a few slick-shod 
dissenters including Jacques Cor- 
nu's Honda and the Aprilias of 
Didier de Radigues and Martin 
Wimmer. . 

De Radigues had qualified for his 
home GP on pole, his first since his 
250cc class return, and his works 
Aprilia having undergone an appar- 
ent transformation over the course 
of the last three races. Cornu was also 
on the front row, slower than Carlos 
Cardus's Honda, but quicker than 
Helmut Bradls Honda and Jean- 
Phillipe Ruggia's Yamaha. 

Reinhold Roth (Honda) led row 
two from World Champion elect Sito 
Pons (Honda), Wimmer and Reggi- 
ani. Puig's factory-backed TZ 
Yamaha led row three, faster than 
the works bikes of Cadalora and 
Garriga. 

De adipis led off the line, but 
the lights were red at the time, and 
the rest stayed behind. With Sito 
Pons gesturing angrily for the Bel- 
gian rider to be held back while the 


not only dispossessed teams, but 
more especially the riders who had 
ridden one of the world's most 
dangerous circuits in the mistaken 
belief that they were racing for 
World Championship points. 

At first, things -went by the 
book. When it rained soon after 
the start, the race was stopped and 
results counted from the end of the 
previous lap. The machines were 
allowed into the pits to change 
tires, and reassembled soon after- 
wards with the track dry again. 

Crasher Sarron's machine 
change was also quite legal, but 
the jury noted with some disquiet 
that Mamola was permitted to 
restart on his spare bike, even 
though he had pulled in to the 
pits to retire on the lap before the 
race stoppage. They felt then that 
they should have been consulted 
on the make-up of the starting 
grid. 

The second leg was even more 
short-lived, with the riders slow- 
ing at the start of lap five, and 
results eventually taken from lap 
three. 

Now, according to precedent, 
and to the jury's subséquent re- 
interpretation of the rules, they 
were at liberty to change tires, or 
to retire, as they wished . . . but 
the race must go on. But Danis 
made another quick decision 
callculated to please the riders 
(“capitulated to the riders," as one 
FIM man said) and stopped the 
race. Since it had stopped by itself 
anyway, maybe he had little 
choice . . . but Schwantz's team at 
least was expecting to change his 
tires and send him straight out 
again, when instead they saw the 
red flag. 

Now Danis had a dog's break- 
fast on his hands. To complicate 
matters, he later explained, the 








race started, they instead signalled 


engines stopped, then sent them off ° 


for another warm-up lap for a race 
shortened by one lap. 

The next start was clean, with 
Cardus making the running, Cornu 
moving through when they came 
back down the hill, and Ruggia 
pushing up to second on the fast 
public-roads section. Into the hair- 
pin, the young Frenchman dived 
inside under brakes, and his 
Yamaha led lap. one. As he said 
before the race: “This is a track where 
some technical portions allow better 
riders to take an advantage." And 
now he was attempting to prove it 
to Cornu and Cardus, followed by 
Wimmer, Roth, Bradl and Pons all 
ina bunch. Already, de Radigues had 
fallen on the exit from the hairpin, 
chasing the leaders too hard. 

Cornu powered back into the lead 
up the hill, with Ruggia catching 
up again on the twists, looking for 
a way past. But once again he was 
trying too hard — he got off-line 
onto the damp in the twists at the 
bottom of the hill, and crashed. 

Cornu led until lap four, but Roth 
was making his bid on intermediate 
tires, passing Cardus on lap three, 
and rushing past Cornu the fifth 
time up the hill after Eau Rouge at 
the start of lap five. By this time, 
Pons had worked his way into a clear 
fourth, and was starting work on 
catching the leading trio as the race 
passed half-distance. 

By lap nine, Cardus was ahà on 
the move, and took the lead. At this 
point, Wimmer, his visor misting, 
misjudged a slow corner entry, and 
crashed out of fifth. — . 

Cornu got past Roth a lap later, 
the German now fading on slithery 


police chief at the track had told 
him that if he didn't put on some 
sort of a 500cc race, they could not 
guarantee to keep angry fans out 
of the paddock. 

He did what may have been the 
only thing possible — sanctioning 
a first-ever third GP start, with a 
race of nine laps. Now he might 
as well be hung for a sheep as a 
lamb, and he also took the irreg- 
ular step of allowing Kocinski to 
race on a machine he had not 
ridden in practice (in fact, Magee's 
spare). 

At this stage, a member later 
said, Deubel had tried to tell Danis 
that the third start was illegal. 
Placed on opposite sides of the 
track, their only possible contact 
was by telephone, and Danis 
either couldn't or wouldn't be 
reached. This compounded the 
“series of errors that made us very 
worried," as a jury member said. 

Half-an-hour after the last race, 
the jury automatically meets to 
homologate the results. This was 
devoted to discussing the 500cc 
race, and examining the rules; 
which made no mention of the 
possibility of a third leg, though 
they do not specifically forbid one 
either. In the end they voted seven 
to four that the third leg was 
invalid. Delegates from France, 
Belgium, Denmark and Sweden 
were in favor of supporting the 
Clerk of the Course; but they were 
over-ruled by Ireland, German, 
Spain, Italy, Venezuela, Great 
Britain and the Netherlands. 

Amid accusations of vote- 
trading in election year, the jury 
now followed the rule-book to the 
letter. Since less than 75% of full 
distance had been completed, only 
half points are awarded. 

Both Lucky Strike and Gauloise 
teams immediately protested the 
decision, the Frenchmen very 





tires. Then Pons moved past him to 
take a threatening third. It was all 
the spur Cornu needed to pull out 
all the stops. 

He dived past Cardus into the flat- 
out open-road left-handers before the 
chicane, and soon stretched his lead 
to better than one second. Hardly 
enough to be comfortable, with Pons 
moving through to second in 
pursuit. 

Cornu arrowed between the damp 
patches, making full use of his slicks, 
and Pons could get within half-a- 
second of him, but couldn't do any 
more. He made the Swiss 36-year-old 
rider work hard for his first GP win 
of the season, while Cardus, three 
seconds down, also earned his first 
rostrum place of the year. 

Roth was a lone fourth, more than 
15 seconds ahead of Cadalora's YZR. 
The Italian had passed Bradl on the 
last lap, having climbed gradually 
through the pack after an 11th place 
start. 

Garriga was a solitary seventh, 
having been relieved in the closing 
stages of the unwelcome attentions 
of Puig's TZ, which lost power and 
dropped to 13th, as well as Wilco 
Zeelenberg's Honda, which also 
dropped right back, to 19th. 

This left Fausto Ricci (Aprilia) 
eighth, and Masahiro Shimizu's 
works NSR ninth. Andy Leisner 
qualified, but fell victim to the 
conditions, sliding off on lap six. 

Pons maintained a 61-point title 
lead, but now Cornu is second from 
Roth, in a battle of the baldies (Roth 
is five weeks older than 36-year-old 
Cornu). 


125cc Race 
Ezio Gianola's Honda led the first 
three laps, with Spaan in hot pursuit, 


nobly, since their man Christian 
Sarron actually came off much 
better the jury's way. Certainly, 
nobody at Honda was anxious to 
join in, and thus remove a badly- 
needed if rather fortuitous race 
win from Eddie Lawson. Pier- 
Francesco Chili also joined the 
protest. 

The meat of the protest lay in 
the assertion that the rules, like 
so many framed by the FIM, were 
not clear, and did not forbid Mr. 
Danis's interpretation. A week 
after a 125 turned up at Assen, 
clearly a twin, but fitting. the 
FIM's legal description of a single, 
this suggestion found widespread 
support. 

Now we are left with no results 
atall, but the FIM said on Tuesday 
after the race.that a special emer- 
gency session of the appeal com- ` 
mission would be held so that a 
decision could be announced 
before the French GP, less than 
a fortnight away. Meantime, prize 
money was frozen for a month. 

Informed observers can see only 
two possible solutions — either 
that the FIM will support the 
decision of their jury, or they will 
declare the whole race null and 
void. 

Either way, there could be some 
legal actions coming up, with the 
Belgian Federation the most likely 
target. 

As with the riders' strike at 
Misano, the real loser was the 
image of the sport, particularly vis 
a vis the TV networks, who were 
once again left with jagged holes 
in their timetables as the motor- 
cycle racers did everything but 
what had been pre-arranged. . 

And at the end of this befuddled 
display of just how vulnerable 
bike racing has become to the 
weather, they couldn't even 
announce a result. 





while Hisashi Unemoto and Alan 
Scott disputed third a short distance 
behind . . . Hondas all the way, with 
Jorge. Martinez retiring his Derbi 
after two laps because of the damp 
track. 

Scott was nearly thrown off on the 
bend after Eau Rouge, and his hard 
landing back on the bike may have 
had something to do with the gear- 
change mechanism failure that 
followed directly. 

Spaan moved cleanly past Gianola 
on lap four, and gradually drew away 
to win, his Dunlop wets giving him 
enough edge for Gianola to settle for 
a safe second for once, 12 seconds 
adrift. Unemoto was an equally 
solitary third. 

Criville’s Cobas got as high as 
sixth on lap four, but went no futher; 
by that time, Miralles had forced his 
Derbi past in any case, and gradually 
pegged down the fading Gresini's 
Aprilia to take fourth. Belgian Lucio 
Pietroniro and German Stefan Prein 
also passed Gresini before the finish. 


Sidecar Race 

The track was streaming wet, and 
only the leader could see where he 
was going — an inestimable advan- 
tage to Egbert Streuer, which he used 
to gain a safe lead of almost 20 
seconds by the finish. His first win 
this year was achieved in masterly 
style. 

Webster fought off a race-long 
challenge from Rolf Biland to secure 
second by just over a second: Roth 
Steinhausen was fourth. 

There were cautious dices down 
the field on the slippery track, and 
no major incidents, with Germans 
Scherer/Schroeder prevailing over 
Brindley/Rose for sixth, and Allain 
Michel defeating the Egloff brothers 
for eighth. 

Given all the delays, it was for- 
tunate that the sidecars didn't require 
headlights, and all credit to them for 
having only two non-finishers out 
of 24 starters. s

MX Series: Round 8 


Leisk jams to 
Italian GP win

BALDASSERONA, SAN MARINO, ITALY, JULY 2 

A disastrous first moto for Belgian Eric 
Geboers and 1-2 overall finishes for his HRC 
teammates Jeff Leisk and David Thorpe at 
the San Marino GP means that just 25 points 


separate the trio as the cham- 
pionship goes into the final 
third of the season. 

Even more significantly, 
Thorpe has recovered from his poor 
performance at the U.S. GP to be just 
10 points behind Geboers with the 
next race at his home track at 
Farleigh Castle in England on July 
23. 

Kawasaki's Kurt Nicoll dropped to 
fourth in the charts and is now 40 
points off the pace. Nicoll was 
holding his own in third ever since 
the Austrian GP last April. 

A short rainfall just before the start 
of the first race meant that everyone 
had to be particularily careful. 
Championship leader Geboers was 
too careful and paid for it with a poor 
start. Former 250 and 500cc World 
Champion Georges Jobe, from Bel- 
gium, was more anxious and gave 
not only himself but also Geboers 





problems in the second uphill 
corner. Jobe tried to ride around the 
outside of the pack, normally a good 
tactic here, but in the wet conditions 
the line proved disastrous. The 
Honda rider spun around, putting 
six riders into the fence, including 
Finland's Kurt Ljungqvist and 
Italy's Maurizio Dolce, and caused 
havoc for those riders inside of him. 
Geboers was one of them. 

“T had to stop, and with so much 
wheelspin, it was necessary for me 
to leg my way up the slope," said 
Geboers. “‘My legs are a little bit 
short for that sort of thing." 

The defending champ's comeback 
was hindered by the wrong choice 
of tires, while his rival Thorpe built 
up an early advantage with the 
front-runners. 

Thorpe was third behind Hol- 
land's Kees Van der Ven and Leisk. 
But Thorpe could not improve his 
position throughout the moto. 











Louisiana's Trampas Parker captured his fourth 125cc GP' win of the 
year in Czechoslovakia, while fellow American Bobby Moore took second. 





“I felt something was wrong right 
from the first lap," said Thorpe, as 
he pointed to a damaged front wheel. 
But after finishing third to Geboers' 
15th, he had cut Geboers’ points lead 
almost in half. 

Van der Ven, who was slow in 
practice and unhappy on a dry track 
said, “It is so difficult to find the 
correct combination of tires and 
suspension when we only race on 
this type of track (hard-packed) once 
a year." 

The factory KTM rider main- 
tained the lead for 15 minutes before 
giving in to Leisk. Van der Ven 
would lose another position to last 
year's winner, American. Billy Liles, 
who quickly settled into: second 
place. 

At the 30-minute mark, Thorpe 
made an aggressive pass on Van der 
Ven and moved back into third. But 
the dice wasn't over yet, as the 
Dutchman tried to retaliate which 
resulted in the two riders bumping 
into each other on the last lap. 

Thorpe said, “I’m glad it was a 
gentleman like Kees. If we had 
touched any harder, I would've been 
down for certain.” 

Dietmar Lacher, who had the 
fastest time in the morning practice 
session, was gaining on Thorpe and 
Van der Ven before dropping his 
Honda halfway into the race. Lacher 
remounted just ahead of Geboers and 
left the champ well behind but was 
unable to pass Belgian Dirck Geuk- 
ens for eighth on the last lap. 

Lacher's last victim was Austrian 
Karl Sulzer, who rode a smooth race 
to pass Jo Martens late in the moto. 
Serge David, Jean Charles Tonus 
and Mervyn Anstie were snapping at 
Martens' heels. Anstie would've been 
much higher but he fell early on after 
hitting Nicoll's footpeg and again 
after half an hour when his front 
wheel washed out. Nicoll spent the 
second half of the race trying to find 
a way past local hero Giovanni 
Cavatorta. He eventually pushed his 
way past the Italian in the final 
corner. 

Jacky Martens had been well up 
at the start but fell in the first half 
lap and quit after further trips over 
the handlebars. Italian Franco Rossi 
looked good for fifth place, but, with 
just four laps remaining, his rear 
wheel collapsed. 

After crashing in the second 
corner, Jobe tried making a come- 
back but failed when he crashed 
again and quit at the halfway point. 

Leisk was obviously determined 
for a sweep as he blasted out of the 
gate and into the lead at the start 
of the second moto. Second place was 
Rossi, while Thorpe used the tre- 





mendous power of his factory Honda 
to roost past Van der Van and 
Gaspardone up a long climb for 
third. 

Lacher was also on the move but 
was the latest victim of the brutal 
tactics of Jacky Martens. The Bel- 
gian, Martens, dug his handlebars 
into Lacher's chest in an off- 
cambered turn, knocking the wind 
out of the German's lungs. Lacher 
could not continue. Martens moved 
up and followed Anstie and Geboers 
past Geukens as they disputed over 
sixth place. They were soon joined 
by Liles, who had detached himself 
from the chasing group while Jobe 
and Nicoll fought their way through 
the dogfight. 

Unexpectedly, Leisk was unable to 
pull away at the front and he only 
had a narrow advantage when 
Thorpe powered past: Rossi on the 
same uphill he had used to pass Van 
der Ven. 

With his teammates up front, 
Geboers got his act together and 
eventually passed Anstie for sixth at 
half distance. 

Thorpe responded immediately. 
Realizing he had little chance of 
passing Leisk up the hill like he had 
done to Rossi and Van der Ven, 
Thorpe dove inside on a downhill. 
The first attempt failed as even the 
strong Englishman could not hold 
it in the off-cambered turn. But, 
choosing another descent, there was 
no mistake the second time and 
Thorpe pulled away for the moto 
win while Leisk settled for second 
place and the overall. 

Rossi had kept in contact until the 
rear end of his KTM seized, and 
Gaspardone finally fell after half an 
hour under pressure from Geboers. 

That left Van der Ven in a secure 
third, but Geboers, desperately try- 
ing to stay clear of the chasing Liles, 
was Closing fast. Anstie and Jobe 
were next while Nicoll had to battle 
past Geukens and Martens. 

In the final move amongst the 
leaders, Geboers passed Van der Ven 
in the penultimate lap to give HRC 
a 1-2-3 sweep while Van der Ven 
repulsed the attacks of Liles. e

Series: Round 7 


Parker keeps on 
rollin’ in Czecho 


DALECIN, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
JUNE 18 

American Trampas Parker, 
from Shreveport, Louisiana, 
captured his fourth overall 
125cc GP victory of the year, 
extending his already commanding 
points lead in the series. Italian 
license-holder Parker topped both 
motos while his nearest rival in the 
point standings, Italy’s Alessandro 
Puzar, could do no better than 12th 
in the first moto after being involved 
in a first-turn pileup. Parker gained 
16 points on Puzar in the first moto 
alone and collected three more 
against Puzar in the second moto. 

In the first moto, Parker jumped 
Out to a six-second lead in the 
opening lap, while Puzar went down 
with Dutchman Marcel Van Drunen 
and German rider Pitt Beirer and was 
forced to restart in the back of the 
pack. 

Up front, Parker cruised ahead of 
fellow Americans and KTM team- 
mates Bobby Moore and Mike Hea- 
ley, who had passed Belgian Steían 
Everts.. After dropping back to 
fourth, Everts spent the entire moto 
defending his position against 
Suzuki teammate Pedro Tragter. 

For the remainder of the race, 
Parker set the pace and eventually 
stretched out his lead to 10 seconds 
over Moore, while Healey dropped 
back towards the end of the moto but 
still held on to third ahead of Everts 
and Tragter. 

Belgian Bernard Magain finished 
the moto in sixth, while British rider 
James Dobb took seventh. Crossing 
the finish line next was another 
American, Suzuki-mounted Ricky 
Ryan. 

Parker, once again, jumped into 
the early lead at the start of the second 
moto but had Puzar to contend with 
this time. The two riders took charge 
as they diced for the lead and pulled 
away from Moore. Puzar mounted a 
relentless attack on Parker, but the 
KTM pilot thwarted the pursuer's 
challenges and crossed the finish line 
just five seconds ahead of the Italian. 

Moore finished in third after 
Healey dropped out with a broken 
fork stanchion tube. 

Everts and Tragter, again, battled 
back and forth until Tragter was 
forced to retire after the two collided. 
Everts was trying to make a pass but 
he slammed into Tragter and 
smashed his rear brake assembly. 
Everts' 4-4 moto finishes gave the 
Belgian third overall. Finishing fifth 
and sixth in the moto were Holland's 
Teus Visser and Frenchman Yves 
Demaria. 

American A.J. Whiting scored his 
first points of the season after placing 
llth in the moto. e

The event covered 2576 miles in 
the southern half of Peru, starting 
in Lima on Monday, June 5.

The 
riders then turned northeast to 
Cuzco, where they finally finished

Alborghetti, who seemed like a 
shoo-in on the next-to-last day, 
started the run back from the jungle 
with plenty of speed and confidence. 
He led through each of the check 
points in the beginning and sud- 
denly dropped from the standings 
when his rear tire self-destructed 
from the high speeds and heat. He 
finished, fourth for the day, but on 
a. tire that was missing every knob 
and just barely hanging onto the rim. 

Polish entrant Gancewski, who 
was also in striking distance on the 
last day, lost all hope when his rear 
wheel collapsed, leaving him stuck 


- in the middle of the jungle. To add 


insult to injury, the support truck 
that picked up Gancewski developed

severe mechanical problems and 
stranded the whole group for three 
days. Gancewski's teammate, Zbig- 
niew Przybyla, upheld the team 
honor by finishing third overall for 
the event. Fourth was Fabrizzio 
Meoni of Italy. 

Walter Surini, overall winner of 
last year's Incas Rally, finished fifth 
overall. During the event he worked 
his way up to third overall, but never 
really got on the mainjet hard 
enough to overcome the challenge 
presented by the rest of the race 
leaders. Finishing sixth was Polish 
rider Gancewski, while Roberto 
Belmonte of the Peru Desert team 
finished up his ride on an XR600 
for seventh overall. 

Eighth overall was Greek Moto- 
cross and National Enduro Cham- 
pion Christos Tasoulis, who battled 
up to eighth after suffering a massive 
engine seizure on the second day and 
having to accept the maximum time 
penalty for the day. Japanese legend 
Toshi Nishyama finished ninth 
overall, mostly by virtue of a solid, 
steady ride throughout the event. 
Nishyama is a veteran of many ISDEs 
and was the Japanese organizer for 
the Incas Rally. He introduced seven 
other Japanese riders to the event. 
Only one of them, Nokuo Tsutomu, 
finished in the results. Rounding out 
the top 10 was Aldo Winkler of Italy 
on a KTM 350. : 

'The American hope for the event 
was former National Enduro Cham- 
pion Kevin Hines, who rode the Roof 
of Africa Rally last year.. Hines 
attacked the first day of the event 
with a vengeance — a three-mile 
beach race held to determine starting 
position for the actual rally which 
would begin the next day. He took 
a third-slot starting position behind 
French rider Thierry: Magnaldi and 
Italian Giorgio Grasso. 

The next day was the first tough 
special test, a 117-mile run during 
a total 315-mile day. Hines started 
third and passed Grasso midway 
through the test and had Magnaldi 
in his sights toward the end of the 
timed course, until he suddenly ran 
out of fuel. He waited for assistance, 
finally receiving it from Olle Ohls- 
son, the lone Swedish entry in the 
event and a good friend of Hines'. 

"When we took off again, we rode 
side-by-side to try to stay out of each 








other's dust and we never should 
have done that," said Hines. “I was 
nervous, in a hurry, and not paying 
attention, and I hit a big rock in the 
middle of the road at about 70 mph." 

The resulting crash broke Hines’ 
collarbone and three of his ribs, and 
he suffered a mild concussion. He 
had the dubious distinction of being 
the first rider to be carried away in 
the helicopter. Aftér a two-day stay 
in a Lima hospital he headed home 
to heal. 

This-left the responsibility for a 
decent American finish in the hands 
of Sidney Dickson, a tree mover from 
St. Michaels, Maryland. Dickson’s 
last serious rally competition was in 
the London (England) to Sydney 
(Australia) Marathon in 1968, a 
10,500-mile car rally. But when the 
already unmerciful time schedule got 
tougher towards the end of the week, 


‘Dickson finally arrived well after 


dark on his rental KTM. Since the 
next two days — into the jungle and 
back — promised to be brutal, he 
decided to hang it up and become 
a tourist, 

“I proved what I wanted to prove 
and I don’t need to try to hurt myself 
now. I had a good time," said 
Dickson. ‘

. stood out — Heinz Kinigadner, 250cc 


MX World Champion in '84 and '85 
and a well-known Austrian wild- 
man. Although Kinigadner had no 
previous rally experience, he was an 
immediate favorite for the win.

Kinigadner was smoking along a 
cliff-edge mountain road, while 
feeling a little addled from the 
altitude and fighting his way around 
someone else’s dust cloud. 

When he broke out of the dust the 
trail turned right, following a 
canyon into the edge of the moun- 
tain, Kinigadner was going too fast 
to make the turn.

canyon, so he did what any decent 
motocrosser would do — he straight- 
ened up and jumped it.

Team Obsolete's Dave Roper 
posted a pair of wins in the 
Premier 500 and 350cc Grand 
Prix classes of the Hlistoric 


Cup road races at Road America. 

Despite breaking ribs the previous 
weekend at Loudon, Roper was in 
fine form at the scenic four-mile 
Elkhart Lake circuit. 

In race one Roper, riding a 1962 
AJS 7R, defeated Joe Lachniet on a 
'65 Yamaha TDIC two-stroke and 
Bill Anderson on a '69 Harley- 
Davidson Sprint to top the 350cc 
class. Stan Keyes won the concurrent 
750cc Sportsman class on a '72 
Norton Commando, and Pat

Carr on top at 
Orrville HM

ORRVILLE, OH, JUNE 23 

"T just cut the strings on the 
bales up by the cushion," said 
Harley-Davidson factory team 
member Chris Carr after he 
won the Orrville Half Mile at Buck- 
eye Speedway. “I had trouble finding 
out what was going to work, so I 
went back to what worked in the heat 
race — the outside." 

Carr and runner-up Steve Aseltine 
had just given the crowd a demon- 
stration of how to ride a 600cc 
motorcycle on the fast three-eighths 
mile oval. Dan Ingram, aboard the 
Sponseller Racing 750cc Honda, had 
to settle for third behind the “little” 
bikes. 

Hawaii's Kris Kiser topped the 
Junior final and Tony Donahue was 
victorious in the Pro-Am main at the 
event which was promoted by Free- 
dom Harley-Davidson of Massillon, 
Ohio. 

Sponseller Racing's Steve More- 
head, a multi-time winner at Buck- 
eye Speedway, set fast time at 20.317 
seconds. Ingram was next at 20.470. 
Carr and Will Davis were the only 
other racers to drop into the 20- 
second bracket at 20.707 and 20.749, 
respectively. 

Mike Hale was the quickest Junior 
in time trials, turning in a 21.016- 
second lap. Kiser, James Hart and 
Brian Tillson were within three- 
tenths of a second of Hale. 

The first Expert heat was won by 
Aseltine with a closing Morehead 
second, Don Estep third and Scott 
Stump fourth. Randy Texter fin- 
ished fifth and: would be the first 
alternate for the main as the heat 
would be the fastest of the three run. 

Martin LaVoie pulled the holeshot 
at the start of the second heat, but 
Dan Ingram took over the lead for 
good on lap two. LaVoie faded and 
Chance Darling, Garth. Brow and 





Erick Graybeal took the next three 
spots to advance to the main. 

The third and final heat proved 
to be the most interesting. Buckeye 
Speedway has no containment bar- 
riers on the outside of turns one and 
two or the back straightaway. It's

Carr's impres- 
sive charge yielded a victory by a bike 
length over Burkholder at the finish 
line. 

Junior heats were won by Hale, 
Tillson and Kiser. Kiser's heat was 
the fastest. 

Pro-Am qualifying heats were 
won by Steve Beattie, Kyle Long, 
Harold Dorsey and Greg Sims. 

As the Expert main event was 
being staged, Roeder discovered his 
Harley had a flat tire. He went on 
the two-minute clock and the drama 
mounted. Alternate Texter fired up 
his XR750 and waited. The change 
couldn't be completed in the allotted 
time and the referee Russ Collar 
waved Texter into the main just as 
Roeder took his place on the grid. 
Collar ordered Roeder off the track, 
much to his and the partisan crowd's 
disappointment.

Hall takes five at 
Road Atlanta RR

BRASELTON, GA, JUNE 18 

Kurt Hall, riding a Yamaha FZR1000 and a 
Suzuki GSXR750, dominated WERA 
National sprint-race action at Road Atlanta. 
Hall was practically unstoppable this wee- 
kend, winning most of the races by large 
margins. His victories came in A and B 
Superbike, A Production, B Superstock and 
Formula USA. Hall won $1200 in WERA and 
Yamaha contingency money for his efforts. 

Hall's biggest victory came in the regional 
Formula USA contest, which counts towards 
the National Series Championship. Califor- 
nia rider Chuck Graves, who had won both 
National F-USA events to date, was on hand. 
His reason was two-fold — he needed the 
points for the overall series standings, plus 
he wanted to get race time in at Road Atlanta. 
Don Canet had also traveled from California 
to compete in this race, as the final round 
of the F-USA series will be held here in 
November. Series regulars and Team Suzuki 
Endurance teammates Mike Smith and Paul 
Bray would be tough to beat on this, their 
home track. 

As expected, Hall, Smith and Bray estab- 
lished themselves as the riders to beat. Hall 
led the first lap but was passed by Smith going 
into turn one to start the second lap. The next 
time around it was Bray leading the way with 
Hall having drafted by Smith on the back 
straight in second. Graves was dropping well 
behind the leaders and was having a tough 
time with Southeast riders Mike Reed, Fabian 
Cortez on an FZR600, and Jeff Duckworth. 

Hall began to pull away, using the abund- 
ant power of his Dave Zupan-tuned Yamaha. 
By the halfway point in the race, Hall was 
four seconds ahead of Bray, with Smith 
another five seconds behind in third. Hall 
went on to post a seven-second margin of 
victory over Bray. 

Graves finally out-motored the locals and 
moved up to a solid fourth. Graves later said 
that he was having problems getting used to 
the high-speed downhill section of the back 
straight. 

Fabian Cortez finished exceptionally well, 
taking fifth on his little 600 among the large 
pack of 1100s and 1000s. 





Cortez showed again why he is one of the 
top up-and-comers in the Formula Two race. 
Pat O'Leary led most of the race on his 
Yamaha TZ250. Cortez was pushing his 
FZR400 to its limits and carved away at 
O'Leary's lead. With two laps to go Cortez 
was able to get around O'Leary going into 


turn five. Even though O'Leary is a good rider ` 


and his two-stroke had much more top speed 
than the FZR400, Cortez held him off to the 
checkered flag.

Surratt, Holley to; 
Antelope Valley SX

ANTELOPE VALLEY, CA, JUNE 9-10 
Supercross came to the Antelope Valley Friday 
night and Saturday, after Rob Tolleson of 
Desert Motorsports in Lancaster and John 
Hemme of Lancaster worked for months with 
the help of literally dozens of people and 
businesses in the Valley to attract the riders 
and prepare the track at the Antelope Valley 
Fairgrounds. Over 3000 fans turned out in 
force Friday night to watch National ranked 
Pro racers in action. 

Because of nearby residences, Lancaster has 
a curfew of 10 p.m. for fairground events. This 
caused some of the later races to be combined 
and shortened. Some riders came up short at 
the finish because of this. 

Willie Surratt suffered the bite the most. 
Surratt had entered three different Pro events 
for a total of six motos. He won five of those 
six motos and yet earned less than Jim 
“Hollywood” Holley who won one... but 
it was the right one. 

Surratt began his winning streak with moto 
one of the 125cc Pro race, taking the holeshot 
and going all the way for the win. In moto 
two, Shane Trittler and Jeff Dunlap beat 
Surratt off the line. Trittler went down in the 
fifth turn of lap one and slowed Dunlap, 
letting Surratt by for the lead. Once there, 
Surratt took moto two and the overall 125cc 
Pro win. The payback was 100 percent of the 
Proentry fees, of which Surratt got about $300. 

There were fewer entries in the 500cc Pro 
race so the payback was less. Surratt took the 
immediate lead in moto one and won easily. 
Jeff Mabery got a r start but fought his 
way to second at the end. Surratt was first 
off the line again in moto two, this time 
Mabery was hot on his heels. Mabery could 
not get past the hot Surratt and settled for 
c, lace money. . 

The format of the events placed the bi; 
money in the 250cc Pro class, a guarant 
$1000 to the winner. 

Holeshot artist Kenny Zahrt was easily first 
through turn one but blew right through a 
soft berm three turns later, handing Surratt 
the lead. Jim Holley followed into second and 
pressi Surratt for the rest of the race 
without finding a way around. 

The stage was set for the climax (or anti- 
climax) of the evening. The final moto was 
shortened to five laps because of the time. 
Zahrt again led to turn one. Surratt passed 
for the lead within two turns, and Holley 
moved into second in another three turns. 

At the start of lap two, Surratt slid out on 
the north side of the course and Holley had 
the lead. Surratt recovered quickly but 
something had gone wrong with his bike and 











he pulled off the track less than a lap later 
with a blown engine. Holley cruised on for 
the $1000 win, taking advantage of a huge 
lead to put on an aerial show for the crowd.

Team Lynnwood Yamaha 
wins Seattle Endurance RR

KENT, WA, JUNE 18 

Team Lynnwood Yamaha/Hutchins Garage 
& Racing fought long and hard for a victory 
at the Washington Motorcycle Roadracing 
Association's (WMRRA) six-hour endurance 
race, held at Seattle International Raceway. 
At the end of the six hours, the specially- 
prepared Yamaha FZR1000 finished only 30 
seconds ahead of their nearest rival, Team 
Centralia Ford/Insulate Industries, also 
Yamaha-mounted. 

Insulate Industries sponsored the race, as 
it did last year. The event was a benefit for 
the March of Dimes, with each team collecting 
pledges based on the number of laps finished. 
Also sponsored by Insulate Industries was 
Team Disorganized, out of Victoria, B.C., 
with battlers Steve and Craig Trinder aboard: 
The Trinders rode with the number one plate 
on their bike, a Kawasaki ZY7, a momento 
of their wire-to-wire victory in last year's 
event. They recently posted an Open Produc- 
tion class victory on the motorcycle at 
Portland's WERA National Endurance race. 

WMRRA veterans Bruce Lind and Steve 
Littlejohn were riding for Team Lynnwood 
Yamaha/Hutchins Garage & Racing. Lind 
had been on the winning teams in 1981 and 
1987. He and Littlejohn were teamed last year. 
WMRRA number one plate holder Joe 
Pittman and Nationally-ranked 250cc Grand 
Prix rider Mike Sullivan were handling the 
ridingechores for Centralia Ford/Insulate 
Industries on the Matt Harlowe Racing- 
prepared Superbike. . 

When the green flag dropped, Joe Pittman, 
handling the first leg for Team Centralia Ford, 
pulled immediately away from the pack. 
Team Lynnwood Yamaha was several seconds

down, but also able to pull away. The track 
was crowded and the two leading teams, free 
from traffic, were soon lapping backmarkers. 
The Trinder brothers were in third, uncon- 
tested. Team Insulate Industries/Centralia 
Ford, running out of the same pit as Centralia 
Ford/Insulate Industries, worked their way up 
from a poor start to hold down the fifth 
position. 

As the initial hour drew to a close, 
preparations were being made in the pits for 
the first stops. Suddenly, reports came in that 
Centralia Ford was sputtering and dying and 
pulling off the track on the uphill stretch to 
turn eight. They were quickly confirmed 
when Pittman came into sight, desperately 
pushing the Yamaha past the tower. Centra- 
lia’s pat crew had based their gas usage 
calculations on the Portland race, run on a 
level track, and had not accounted for SIR's 
elevation changes. This, their only mistake, 
would cost them the race. 

Team Lynnwood Yamaha pitted on sche- 
dule, their pit stop uneventful. With the two 
other front-runners already in the pits, the 
Trinder brothers were in the lead. After they 
completed their 50th lap, a crash at the end 
of the straightaway resulted in a red fl; 

At the restart, Team Centralia inedia 
pulled out ahead and ran a trouble-free race, 
trying desperately to make up for the time 
they lost running out of gas. Their times were 
consistent 1:30s, only seconds off sprint pace. 
Team Lynnwood Yamaha held the second 
position, but actually had the greater number 
of laps. The Trinders and Team Insulate 
Industries rounded out the top four. These 
four teams were destined to remain in this 
order for most of the event. 


Suddenly, the Trinders pulled in for an ; 


unscheduled pit stop with a broken clip-on. 
They lost several minutes repairing, the 
damage. They were now back in fourth pm 
but a desperate ride had them catchin ae 

to Insulate. As racing drew to a close, Team 


Centralia Ford slowed slightly; their tires were: 


starting to go. Lynnwood Yamaha seemed to 
go faster and faster; they had changed tires 
at their last pit stop. The well-prepared team 
had changed their tires and were back on the 
track within 30 seconds, and were determined 
to take the win. 

With only five minutes left, the Trinders 
pitted. They had hoped to stretch their gas 
out to the end of the race, but were unable 
to do so. Even with a fresh rider on board, 
they were out of striking distance for. third- 
place overall, but would easily win their class, 
Open Production. 

By the end of the race, Centralia was only 
50 seconds behind Team Lynnwood Yamaha, 
both teams completing 207 laps. Team 
Insulate finished third, three laps down from 
the leaders, with 204 total laps. BRG Racing, 
a California team, moved into fifth place, 
while Pegasus Racing, also out of California, 
came in sixth overall and first in 650cc 
Production.

To compound 
the error, Papa picked up on that 
misinformation and referred to the 
Donabedian/Scott bike as a Harley 
in an In The Wind item. H-o-n-d- 
a. H-o-n-d-a. H-o-n-d-a ... 


The Motomex division of Acermex 
recently received exclusive distri- 
bution rights of Yamaha motor- 
cycles for Mexico. Plans call for 
the distribution of 7000 imported 
units, plus 5600 units assembled 
in Mexico. Acermex, through its 
Motocicletas Carabela division, 
also manufactures Carabela 
motorcycles, with an average 
production volume of 14,600 
units per year. 


Bob Hannah wasn't the only retiree 
at the 250cc U.S. MX GP at Unadilla 
Valley Sports Center July 9. AMA 
senior referee Rick Titone also 
retired at the end of the day, follow- 
ing an 18-year career. According to 
Titone, business pressures forced 
him to step down. “I don't have time 
to do the job right, so I shouldn't 
do it, said Titone." Titone said that 
he may still work an occasional race 
if he is needed to fill in. 


Hannah got a message via a pit 
board signal from mechanic Mike 
McAndrews that fired him up 
during the first moto at Unadilla. 
The message said Broc Glover 
was the next rider in front of him. 
“He should've written ‘Let Broc 
by'," said Hannah. “I would've 
cracked up and fell off.” In 1977, 
Keith McCarty, then Hannah's 
mechanic, gave Hannah the 
infamous message which allowed 
Glover to take the 125cc National 
Championship from Danny 
LaPorte. 


Jeff Stanton won the 125cc Support 
class at Unadilla despite not having 
practiced Sunday morning. He did 
get some track time in during Satur- 
day's session, but didn't realize the 
schedule he received by mail with his 
entry form had been changed, caus- 
ing him to miss race day's practice 
session. 


Kawasaki's Jeff Ward missed the 
U.S. GP at Unadilla when, accord- 
ing to his mechanic Tom Morgan, 
tendonitis flared up in his right 
wrist. “Jeff rode a lot before the 
(July 2) Red Bud National and his 
wrist is sore and he has no grip,” 
said Morgan. Morgan wasn't 
about to just sit and watch, so he 








helped prepare the Kawasaki that 
Germany's Roland Diepold rode 
in the event. 


Ray Tetherton, Team Suzuki 
mechanic for Erik Kehoe, also found 
extra time on his hands at Unadilla 
when Kehoe scratched from the event 
due to a dislocated elbow suffered the 
previous week at the Buchanan 
(Michigan) National MX. Although 
Tetherton did help his Suzuki team- 
mates, he was found at the back 
section of the track during a practice 
session so that he could catch some 
of the action on the track. 


The AFM has canceled its August 
5-6 road race meet at southern 
California's Riverside Interna- 
tional Raceway. They hope to 
reschedule the event for later this 
season. 


Road racer Richard Moore has 
joined John Lassak Racing for the 
remainder of the 1989 season, and 
will ride with bike and leathers done 
up in yellow Lassak Racing colors. 
Moore has received limited tuning 
help from Lassak on his '89 Yamaha 
'TZ250 since the beginning of the 
season, and says that the biggest 
benefit is he'll now no longer have 
to do everything at the races by 
himself. Moore opted to skip the 
recent Road America round of the 
Castrol 250cc Grand Prix Series 
because he was too burned out: “I 
couldn't deal with all the work, so 
I wenthome after Loudon. I thought 
it was better to go home before I fell 
again. (He crashed at Loudon.)" 
Moore's next race will be the Suzuka 
Eight-Hour, where he'll team with 
Japan's Kenishiro Iwahashi on a 
Kawasaki ZX7. 


The 1990 Daytona 200 may be 
over six months away (March 11), 
but that doesn't mean race pre- 
parations aren't already starting. 
Michelin will hold a two-day tire 
test session on Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway's 3.56-mile 
road course July 23-24. Veteran 
road racer Rueben McMurter of 
Canada tops Michelin's list of test 
riders heading for Daytona. 


Papa doesn't know what to make of 
this bit of information that came in 
on his fax machine, but, whatever, 
here it is: Contrary to recent rumors, 
Team Green Central Technician 
Erick Poston will not be hearing 
wedding bells anytime soon. 


Yokohama personnel will be at the 
August 8-12 AMA National 
Championship Amateur/ Youth 
MX meet at Loretta Lynn's Dude 
Ranch in Tennessee. They'll have 
their tire changing service going 








full bore and Yokohama tires will 
be available. 


BT Racing will also be at Loretta 
Lynn's with a supply of Honda and 
Kawasaki parts, plus accessories and 
petroleum products. 


The New England Sports Network 
is televising highlights of the AMA 
National Championship Road 
Race Series round which took 
place at New Hampshire Inter- 
national Speedway (Loudon) over 
the June 17-18 weekend. Next air 
dates are July 20 at 8 p.m. (East- 
ern time) and July 29 at 10 p.m. 
Cable TV's Prime Ticket in Los 
Angeles, Prime Sports Network in 
the Denver area, Home Sport 
Entertainment in Houston, Flori- 
da's Sunshine Network, Madison 
Square Garden Network in New 
York and Home Team Sports in 
the Baltimore/Washington D.C. 
area will each air the show four 
times in the near future. Check 
your local listings. 


Bill Amick, communications direc- 
tor of the AMA’s professional com- 
petition division, contacted us 
regarding an In The Wind item we 
ran a couple of weeks ago regarding 
operational changes at Laguna Seca 
for next year's road race GP. “The 
report accurately reflected the major 
points of discussion," said Amick, 
"but to state that all of the points 
have been resolved oversimplifies a 
complex situation." Amick said that 
the plan for the media services which 
has been proposed is not to relocate 
the press center from outside turn 
one to the paddock area, as we 
reported. Rather, it is to establish a 
paddock information/working area 
for the media to complement the 
existing facilities. Amick also said, 
“Your report got ahead of the facts 
regarding U.S. GP staffing. At 
Hockenheim, we found general 
consensus on areas. where additional 
staffing is needed to improve services 
for both participants and the public. 
But how and where those needs will 
be filled, in a manner best serving 
the long-term interests of GP racing 
in America, has yet to be worked 
out." Amick said that the tone of 
several meetings held over the wee- 
kend of the West German GP was 
"constructive" and that ''the 
exchange of ideas was frank and 
productive. There are no fundamen- 
tal differences splitting the various 
involved parties. We look for an even 
better U.S. GP in 1990." 


Revs, an Australian motorcycle 
newspaper, reports that Bob Bar- 
nard, the organizer of the Austral- 
ian road race GP, owes $2 million 
(Australian) to several firms who 
were involved in the event. Revs 
reports that at least two creditors 
have filed with the courts in 
Australia. Barnard said he has 
arranged for financing with which 
to pay the debts, telling Revs that 
"everything is under control.” 
According to the report, the total 
cost of producing Australia's first- 
ever motorcycle GP was $12 
million (Australian), which 
included $3.5 million in capital 
works expenditure in upgrading 
the Phillip Island circuit. Barnard 
is considering seeking a grant 
from the Victorian Government, 
which turned down his request for 
financial aid prior to this year’s 
GP. Barnard feels that the success 
of the event, which drew nearly 
100,000 people, might change 
the government's mind. ''It could 
be the Victorian Government will 
look at the event in a different light 
now,” Barnard told Revs.
